J. L. Hughes, President of the Union, and 
Ralph 
Lcowley. 
Young Lewllyn Jones

THE SURPLUS. 


Secretary Fairchild succeeded in his annual 
report, by computing the reserve for the sink­ 
ing fund as surplusage, in making a show of 
a surplus for 1889 of about $104,000,000. But 
the United States Treasurer has written up 
the accounts of the uation for the past year, 
and he finds that the exact surplus on the 31st 
of December was $00,636.264. 
This is the 
condition that confronts us at the opening of 
1889. 
One year ago, on the same date, the 
surplus was $69,841,879. 
Twenty-five days 
before this Mr. Cleveland had sent out his 
nlarm message, in which the large and rapidly 
growing surplus was held up as a most dan­ 
gerous menace to the prosperity of business 
and the welfare and comfort of the people. 
And the necessity of tarill reduction was 
most strenuously insisted upon, as the only 
method of averting certain and overwhelm­ 
ing disaster. 
The struggles of the Democratic party in 
Congress to pass (lie Mills bill have liecomo 
a part of our history, but the bill was not 
passed. 
More than this, not a line of legis 
lation looking to a reduction of the revenues 
has been enacted into law. 
All the op­ 
portunities for accumulation that had been 
in operation for years still existed when Mr. 
Cleveland penned his free trade message, and 
have continued hi full force and operation 
ever since. 
But has there been any aocumu 
latiox? Not a dollar. 
Ou the contrary the 
surplu: has fallen off. 
It was $9,265,015 less 
on the Ust of December, 1888, than it was 
ou the sane date in 1887. 
This can lie ac­ 
counted 
for 
in 
a 
very 
simple 
man­ 
ner. 
The 
appropriations 
by 
Congress 
under Mr. Cleveland's administiation were 
$95,000,000 g-eater than under Gen. Arthur’s. 
This has eaten away the surplus till it has 
become too smtll to be alarming. 
It is so in 
significant that iven Secretary Fairchild for­ 
got to mention itat the banquet in Boston of 
the tariff reformer», and Mr. Cleveland over­ 
looked the matter entirely in his loug letter. 
When there wasasurplus, the free traders 
insisted that the way to reduce it was by the 
abolition of protective duties. 
Now that it 
is gone they still insis1. that the protective 
duties must be removed in order to prevent 
the treasury from tilling up again. 
When a 
huge deficiency appears, they will again call 
for a lowering of duties, in order that im­ 
portation may be stimulated and the national 
exchequer replenished. 
The pitcher 
that 
goes to the spring can be emptied or tilled by 
tipping the same handle. 


MR. LINSON'S PLAN OF REGISTRATION. 


A very serious objection to Senator Lin- 
sou’s bill for a general registration law e x ' 
tended to all towns of the state, and requir­ 
ing voters to register at least three weeks 
before election, is presented by the Albany 
Jou rn al as follows : 


In manv counties citizens nre obliged to tra vel 
miles to vote. because the sparsely settled country 
causes ea ch election district to exteud over a great 
a rea . 
In one d istrict of St. Law rence county voters 
a re required to tra vel r>0 m iles to cast their ballots. 
This is an extrem e ca se, but ttiere are many others 
in which the distance is a t least ha lf as great. 
Citizens who travel so m any miles over rough high­ 
ways m ake sa crifices to fulfi l a duty. 
If that duty 
were made doubly hard by requiring two trips, in­ 
stead of one, the voters would have an excuse for 
avoiding it entirely. 
The Journal thinks Mr Linson introduced 
this bill as a measure of revenge upon the 
farmers of the state for defeating Mr. Cleve­ 
land. 
We do not believe the Senator ever 
h-ubored such a thought. 
It is only a e»se 
of over-zeal, a trait characteristic of a good 
many men who are eager to get to the front 
when any new demand for reform is started. 
A similar case was that of ex-Senator Pen­ 
dleton, who tried to lead his party in the path 
of civil service reform. 
The Republicans in 
the Legislature will make short work of the 
Linson bill. 
They will never consent to put 
insurmountable obstacles in the path of any 
voter. 


ANOTHER OF HILL’S BLUNDERS. 


Gov. Hill in his message cited the new 
Massachusetts election law as containing 
many features that met his approval, 
lie 
laid a good deal of emphasis ou his own as­ 
sertion that this law “ has omitted all pro­ 
visions requiring the marking or identifica­ 
tion of ballots (except in the case of illiterate 
electors).” 
Ou this statement he is tripped 
by the Boston Post, the leading Democratic 
newspaper of New England. 
The Post say 
the Governor’s objections to the Saxton bill 
are “ with hardly an exception ridiculous. 
And then it quotes this provision from the 
Massachusetts law : 


On the back and outside, when folded, shall be 
printed, “ Official ballot fo r,” followed by the desig 
nation of the polling place for which the ballot is 
prepared, the da te of the election, and a fac-siinile 
of the signature of the secreta ry of the common­ 
wealth or city clerg who has caused the ballot to be 
printed. 
It is unnecessary to characterize such a 
blunder as this. 
The rebuke of the Boston 
Post will suffice. 
But when the Governor 
comes to write another veto of the Saxton 
bill, it is to be hoped that he will not again 
drag in the Masssachusetts law to sustain his 
position. 
We trust that he* has received a 
copy of the Boston Post, and is thoroughly 
informed of his error. 


A LONG WA Y AROUND. 


Gov. Hill has evidently an eye on the 
United States Senate, but proposes to get 
there via. the Presidency. 
He hopes to he 
elected in 1802 for a term of six years, which 
would land him in the Senate as an ee-officio 
member in 1899 if the constitutional amend­ 
ment which he proposes should be adopted. 
The old route would possibly bring bim to 
the same destination in 1807. thus: There is 
to bean “ enumeration ” in 1895, an appor­ 
tionment of the Legislature in 1896, and an 
election of Assemblymen ou that apportion­ 
ment in the fall of the same year. 
The men 
thus elected would vote for the successor of 
the man who is to succeed Hon. Wm. M. 
Eva rts in 1891, and the Senator thus elected 
would begin his term on the 4th of March, 
1 8 9 7 . This would give him two years the 
shirt of the man who slides into the Senate 
through the Presidency on the Governor’s 
pla n of fix ing over the constitution. 
And he 
would ba re the satisfaction of being chosen 
a s it ifve re pre se nta tive , 
instead of going in as 
a n « -Pre side ntia l de a dhe a d. 
However, the 
prospe ct of the election of a Democrat in 
1 8 J7 Is npt ye t e x a ctly 
clear. 
The old Sen- 
M'jc e le cte d in 1 8 9 5 
would hold ove r, and 
would of course be Re publica n. Besides, if 
Kings county should ma inta in its 
pre se nt 
te nde ncy towa rds Re publica nism, 
its Boa rds of 


Supervisors would come under tbe control of 
that party long before 1896, and an appor 
tionment of Assembly districts made by such 
a Board would cause changes enough to pre 
vent any Democratic gain in the Assembly 
The Governor probably perceives that the 
chance by either of the two routes is about 
equal. 
And then there is one fact that he has np 
pareutly lost sight of. 
The Legislature of 
the state of New York has not the authority 
to amend the constitution of tbe United 
States. 


P U B L IC O PIN IO N . 


Governor Hill is strongly in favor of re 
form in elections, but strongly opposed to 
any change in the laws that will effect it.— 
Prov id ence Journal. 


What troubles the “ Boodlers” now is not 
the prospect of conviction at the hands of 
the New-York District Attorney in the com 
ing trials, but that they will have to pay out 
so much more of their ill-gotten funds for a 
defense.—Brookly n Stand ard- Union. 
Tbe Arg us asserts that under the Linson 
anti-bribery bill proof that one vote cast for 
the successful candidate was purchased woul ’ 
vacate his office. 
Under such a law one poli 
tical traitor could prevent his candidate from 
holding office by purchasing a vote for him 
The bill is bad in any possible way it can be 
interpreted.—Albany Journal. 


The Governor’s remarks in his message np 
on the prison question is a clear case of strad 
die. 
He says the convicts must not be kept 
in idleness—they must be employed at work 
but in doing so they must not be allowed 
compete with free labor. 
How to do this he 
conveniently leaves to the Legislature to dis 
cover.—Buffalo Commercial Ad v ertiser. 


Senator Linson. a Democrat wjio voted for 
the Saxton bill of Inst year, has already 
troduced two oallot reform measures. 
Tbe 
first provides for a uniform registration law 
throughout the state. 
The second is a strik 
at bribery of voters. 
Among other provis 
ions it contains one that declares that during 
the term of anv officer he can be ousted and 
removed if it is proved that votes were pro 
cured by him or by his agents or by some 
committee or organization of some politico 
party, of which he was the party nominee 
by paying, contributing, offering, or promt 
ing to contribute money or otlar valuable 
thing as co m p e n sa tio n or reward. 
If thi 
thing keeps on. a man who takes office will 
also take a great risk.—Troy Press. 


Governor Hill, of New York, says in his 
inauguration address: “ It is lielievcd that the 
recent Presidential election was the most cor 
rupt of any in the history of the country so 
far as the direct use ol' money was concernet 
in iulluencingelectors.” Now by whom is that 
believed ?

If he has any sound 
proof upon which he bases 
his charge 
why doesn't he produce it ?

THE SURPLUS. 
Secretary Fairchild succeeded in his annual 
report, by computing the reserve for the sink­ 
ing fund as surplusage, in making a show of 
a surplus for 1889 of about $104,000,000. But 
the United States Treasurer has written up 
the accounts of the nation for the past year, 
and he tinds that the exact surplus on the 31st 
of December was $60,636.264. This is the 
condition that confronts us at the opening of 
1889. One year ago, on the same date, the 
surplus was $69,841,879. Twenty-five days 
before this Mr. Cleveland had sent out his 
alnrm message, in which the iarge and rapidly 
grow ins surplus was held up as a most dan­ 
gerous menace to the prosperity of business 
and the welfare and comfort of the people. 
And the necessity of tariff reduction was 
most strenuously insisted upon, as the only 
method of averting certain and overwhelm­ 
ing disaster. 
The struggles of the Democratic party in 
Congress to pass the Mills bill have become 
a part of our history, but the bill was not 
passed. More than this, not a line of legis 
lation looking to a reduction of the revenues 
has been enacted into law. All the op­ 
portunities for accumulation that had been 
in operation for years still existed when Mr. 
Cleveland penned his free trade message, and 
have continued in full force and operation 
ever since. But has there been any accumu­ 
lation? Not a dollar. On the contrary the 
surplus lias fallen off. It was $9,260,615 less 
on the list of December, 1S88, than it was 
ou the same date in 1887. This can lie ac­ 
counted for in a very simple man­ 
ner. The appropriations by 
Congress 
under Mr. Cleveland’s ad ministration were 
$05,000,000 g-eater than under Gen. Arthur’s. 
This has eaten away the surplus till it lias 
become too smdl to be alarming. It is so in 
significant that tven Secretary Fairchild for­ 
got to mention it ut the banquet in Boston of 
the tariff reformen, and Mr. Cleveland over­ 
looked the matter entirely in his long letter. 
When there was asurplus, the free traders 
insisted that the way to reduce it was by the 
abolition of protective duties. Now that it 
is gone they still insist that the protective 
duties must be removed in order to prevent 
the treasury from tilling up again. When a 
huge deficiency appears, they will again call 
for a lowering of duties, in order that im­ 
portation may be stimulated and the national 
exchequer replenished. The pitcher that 
goe.-> to the spring can be emptied or filled by 
tipping the same handle. 


Supervisors would come under tbe control of 
that party long before 1896, and an appor­ 
tionment of Assembly districts made by such 
a Board would cause changes enough to pre­ 
vent any Democratic gain in the Assembly. 
The Governor probably perceives that the 
chance by either of the two routes is about 
equal. 
And then there is oue fact that he has ap­ 
parently lost sight of. The Legislature of 
the state of New York has not the authority 
to amend the constitution of the United 
States. 


PUBLIC_OPINION. 
Governor Hill is strongly in favor of re 
form in elections, but strongly opposed to 
any change in the laws that will effect it.— 
Providence Journal. 
What troubles the “Boodlers” now is not 
the prospect of conviction at the hands of 
the New-York District Attorney in the com 
ing trials, but that they will have to pay out 
so much more of their ill-gotten funds for a 
defense.—Brooklyn Standard- Union. 
The Argus asserts that under the Linson 
anti-bribery bill proof that one vote east for 
the successful candidate was purchased would 
vacate his office. Under such a law one poli­ 
tical traitor could prevent his candidate from 
holding office by purchasing a vote for him. 
The bill is bad in any possible way it can be 
interpreted.—Albany Journal. 
The Governor’s remarks in his messageup- 
on the prison question is a clear case of slrad 
die. lie says the convicts must not be kept 
in idleness—they must be employed at work; 
but in doing so they must not be allowed to 
compete with free labor. How to do this lie 
conveniently leaves to the Legislature to dis­ 
cover.—Buffalo Commercial Advertiser. 
Senator Linson. a Democrat wfio voted for 
the Saxton bill of lust year, has already^ 
troduced two Dallot reform measures. The 
first provides for a uniform registration law 
throughout the state. The second is a strike 
at bribery of voters. Among other provis­ 
ions it contains one that declares that during 
the term of any officer he can be ousted and 
removed if it is proved that votes were pro 
cured by him or by his agents or by some 
committee or organization of some political 
party, of which he was the party nominee, 
by paying, contributing, offering, or promis­ 
ing to contribute money or other valuable 
thing as compensation or reward. If this 
thing keeps on. a man who takes office will 
also take a great risk.—Troy Press. 
Governor Ilill. of New York, says in his 
inauguration address: "It is believed that the 
recent Presidential election was the most cor­ 
rupt of any in the history of the country so 
far as the direct use of money was concerned 
in iulluencingelectors.” Now by whom is that 
believed ? Evidently by nobody, not even 
by David Bennett Hill, of New-York. And 
where is the evidence ? If lie has any sound 
proof upon which he liases iiis charge, 
why doesn’t lie produce it ? It is true there 
haslteen more wild talk, more senseless tom 
fool accusations concerning the use of money 
in the recent campaign than the country ever 
heard before, but as far as these charges nr. 
directed against Republicans in not a single 
instance have they been backed up by any 
evidence that would be considered in a court 
of law. Tbe fact is the Democratic party 
docs not yet know what it was that struck it 
between the eyes on the 6th of November. It 
is only just recovering its scattered sense 
and. looking around for some explanation of 
its defeat, it takes up the nearest and most 
convenient one and proclaims that its own 
members were debauched and bought like 
sheep iu the shambles !—Philadelphia Press.

MR. LINSON'S PLAN OF REGISTRATION. 
A very- serious objection to Senator Lin­ 
son’s bill for a general registration law ex ' 
tended to all towns of tbe state, and requir­ 
ing voters to register at least three weeks 
before election, is preseuted by the Albany 
Journal as follows : 
In manv counties citizen» are obliged to travel 
miles to vote, because the sparsely settled country 
causes each election district to extend over a great 
area. In one district of St. Luwrence county voters 
are required to travel 50 miles to cast their ballots. 
This is an extreme cuse, but there are many others 
in which the distance is at least half as great. 
Citizens who travel so many miles over rough high­ 
ways make sacrifices to fulfil a duty. If that duty 
were made doubly hard by requiring two trips, in­ 
stead of oue, the voters would have au excuse for 
avoiding it entirely. 
The Journal thinks Mr Linson introduced 
this bill ns a measure of revenge upon the 
farmers of the state for defeating Mr. Cleve­ 
land. We do not believe the Senator ever 
hitbored such a thought. It is only a case 
of over-zeal, a trait characteristic of a good 
many men who are eager to get to the front 
when ntiy new demand for reform is started. 
A similar case was that of ex-Senator Pen­ 
dleton, who tried to lead his party in the path 
of civil service reform. The Republicans in 
the Legislature will make short work of the 
Linson bill. They will never consent to put 
insurmountable obstacles in the path of any 
voter.

ANOTHER OF HILL'S BLUNDERS. 
Gov. Hill in his message cited the new 
Massachusetts election law as containing 
many features that met his approval. He 
laid a good deal of emphasis on his own as­ 
sertion that this law “ has omitted all pro­ 
visions requiring the marking or identifica­ 
tion of ballots (except in the case of illiterate 
electors).” Ou this statement he is trip[>ed 
by the Boston Post, the leading Democratic 
newspaper of New England. The Post says 
the Governor’s objections to the Saxton hill 
are “ with hardly an exception ridiculous.” 
And then it quotes this provision from the 
Massachusetts law : 
On the back and outeklc, when folded, shall be 
printed, “ Otlluial ballot for,” followed by the desig­ 
nation of the polling place for which the ballot is 
prepared, the date of the election, and a fac-simlle 
of tne signature of the secretary of the common­ 
wealth or city cleric who has caused the ballot to be 
printed. 
It is unnecessary to characterize such a 
blunder as this. The rebuke of the Boston 
Post will suffice. But when the Governor 
comes to write another veto of the Saxton 
bill, it is to be hoped that he will not again 
drag in the Masssachusetts law to sustain his 
position. We trust that he' has received a 
copy of the Boston Pott, and is thoroughly 
informed of his error. 


A LONG WA Y AROUND. 
Gov. Hill has evidently an eye on the 
United States Senate, but proposes to get 
there via. the Presidency. He hopes to he 
elected in 1892 for a term of six years, which 
would land him in the Senate as an ex-officio 
member in 1899 if the constitutional amend­ 
ment which be proposes should be adopted. 
The old route would possibly bring him to 
the same destination in 1897, thus: There is 
to beau “ enumeration ” in 1895. an appor­ 
tionment of the Legislature iu 1896, and an 
election of Assemblymen on that apportion­ 
ment in the fall of the same year. The men 
thus elected would vote for the successor of 
the man who is to succeed Hon. Wm. M. 
Evarts in 1891, and the Senator thus elected 
would begin his term on the 4th of March, 
1897. This would give him two years the 
start of the man who slides iuto the Senate 
through the Presidency on the Governor’s 
plan of fixing over the constitution. And he 
would have the satisfaction of being chosen 
as a live representative, instead of going in as 
an ex-Presidential deadhead. However, the 
prospect of the election of a Democrat iu 
1837 Is npt yet exactly clear. The old Sen- 
%’jc elected in 1895 would hold over, and 
would of course be Republican. Besides, if 
Kings county should maintain its present 
tendency towards Republicanism,its Boards of

N ew -Y o rk, Jan. 5.—The sto ry co ncern­ 
ing the Electric Sugar Refining Co mpany, 
printed in T he F r e e m an , o f Friday even­ 
ing, w:is true. 
The Time* furnishes the de­ 
tails, as fo llo w s: 
The Electric Sugar Refining Co mpany, 
with headquarters at 69 W all-street, has co me 
to grief. 
Its shares, when so ld at all, bring 
o nly no minal prices. 
Its sto ckho lders are in 
do ubt whether o r no t their investments are 
co mpletely wiped o ut. 
Its President is in 
Michigan trying, his friends assert, to do 
so mething to save the Co mpany, while the 
o fficers remaining in New-Yo rk City declare 
that they have been defrauded. Outside o f the 
Co mpany’s o ffice, amo ng sugar meu and the 
general W all-street public, the verdict is 
stro nger. 
“ A seco nd Iveely m o to r” is the 
way it is po pularly put. 
Up to T hursday the Co mpany seemed o n 
the to p wave o f pro sperity. 
Then, all o f a 
sudden,its shares fell fro m £ 80 to £ 12 o r £ 15 
o n the Lo ndo n markets, where nearly all the 
trading in them was do ne. 
The Englishmen 
had captured a vast m ajo rity o f the distrib­ 
uted slo ck, and had clung to it at fancy 
prices, but they co uldn’t ho ld it up in the 
face o f cablegrams fro m the New Y'o rk o f­ 
fice o f the Co m pany, in which the chilly tid­ 
ings were set, fo rth that the co rpo ratio n had 
been defrauded. 
It hud been fo rmed to develo p and utilize 
a secret pro cess to refine sugar by the use o f 
electricity. 
T he pro cess, a secret o ne, was 
to lie turned o ver to the Co mpany by tiic in­ 
vento r, Pro fesso r Henry C. Freund, a Ger­ 
man chemist, o r by his heirs, in case o f his 
death, befo re certain co nditio ns had been ful­ 
filled. 
These co nditio ns were just o n the 
po int o f being realized; the Co mpany sto o d 
ready to receive the great secret. This the Eng­ 
lish sto ckho lders knew, but instead o f news 
o f the co mpletio n o f the deal, they received 
fro m the co m pany’s o ffice an anno uncement 
that fraud had been perpetrated, either by 
Freund pretending to have disco vered the 
secret pro cess, o r by the withho lding o f the 
lienefits o f the w o rking o f the pro cess. 
“ In any ev ent,” came the news—and yes­ 
terday the o fficers repealed it fo r the sake o f 
the New-Yo rk public— “ they no w kno w that 
that has been do ne by Freund and his wife, 
her mo ther and her stepfather—the o nly per­ 
so ns who ever knew the ‘ secret ’—is that all 
they have co nveyed refined sugar secretly in­ 
to the factary, manipulated o r ‘ treated’ it in 
so me fashio n, so as to alter its appearance and 
character, but actually impro ving its quality 
in so me slight degree, and then sho wing 
this pro duct as actually refined fro m raw 
sugar.” 
It was added that the disco very was made 
by chance. 
T his “ chance” came abo ut in a 
peculiar manucr. 
Freund having died abo ut 
a year ago , the secret was no w in the po ssess­ 
io n o f his wido w, certain perso ns also , ho w 
ever, including her stepfather and her mo ther, 
W. E. Ho ward and his wife, and two o ther 
relatives. A u g u stu s and Geo rge Halsted,being 
believed to kno w so mething o f it. 
It had 
been co ntracted that as so o n as the Co mpany 
was prepared to cairy o n the wo rk o n a rea­ 
so nable scale fo r a co nsideratio n o f $ 75,000, 
Mrs. Freund was to turn o ver the secret pro ­ 
cess co mpletely described in writing. 
She 
and all her peo ple no w live in Wilso n, Mich., 
and o n Mo nday, President W illiam 11. Co t- 
terill went there to co mplete the nego tiatio ns. 
The sto ry o f his missio n as to ld here is as fo l­ 
lo ws : 
Mrs. Freund waDted $ 5,000 cash befo re 
she revealed the great secret. 
To this Co tter- 
ill dem urred, and asked : 
“ Is yo ur pro cess o ne by which raw sugars 
ue made directly into refined sugars ? ’ 
No answer was returned, but thro ugh her 
.awyers, Messrs. Sawyer & K uo w lto n,o f Ann 
Arbo r, she asked in turn : 
“ Will a pro cess that will manipulate and 
impro ve refined sugar be o f any value to 
yo u ?” 
, 
. , 
Such a pro cess was no t what was wanted 
aud Co tterill cam e back to New-Yo rk City. 
On W eduesday,acco m panied by J. A. Ro b 
erlso u,Secretary o f the Co mpany,and Lawso n 
N. Fuller, o ne o f the Trustees, he went to 
the refinery in liam ilto n-Avenue, Bro o klyn, 
which the Co m pany had bo ught, and where 
so me o f the latest tests had been made. 
The 
guard o n duty,kno w n o nly as “ Jerry 
to his 
emplo yers,at first refused them entrance, but 
at last yielded. 
They made their way into 
the secret cham ber, and there fo und, it is un ­ 
dersto o d, no thing to reveal the nature o f the 
mystery. 
There 
were, 
ho wever, 
o ther 
things which indicated that there had been 
no mvstery at all, a ho pper o f brass and co p­ 
per, tin co vered tables, mallets, axes, ham­ 
mers, barrels o f chemical refined sugar, and 
a quantity o f raw sugar very like that bro ught 
o ver no w and then to he turned into the re­ 
fined article by the secret pro cess Mr. Fuller 
was no t inclined to say much yestci day abo ut 
these disco veries.

sieves, which had been used to separate the 
vario us fo rms o f the pro duct- 
T hat afterno o n President Co tterill again 
started o n a trip to Michigan. 
It was re­ 
po rted that he intended to cause the arrest, 
late yesterday afterno o n, o f all peo ple who 
had been in any wuy eo ucerned in the wo rk­ 
ing o f the secret pro cess. 
" Jf there has been any fraud, said Mr. 
Fuller, “ we’ll have to seek redress fro m the 
Freunds, who have go t ujo ney, and if we find 
frauds we’ll railro ad them thro ugh, sure.” 
It is .* bo ut fo ur years since Pro fesso r 
Freund startled the sugar trade by anuo une- 
ing that he bad disco vered a new pro cess o f 
electrical rebning, by which sugar co uld be 
refined at » co st o f $ 12 less per to n than the 
usual metho ds. 
His secret was carefully 
guarded, but he gave many exhibitio ns o r so - 
called “ tests.” 
The first, at his o wn ho use in 
this City, was a samp’e o f all. 
Half a do zen dealers and bro kers were pres­ 
ent and bro ught w ith them a keg o f raw 
siprar. 
They were taken into a ro o m, in the 
centre o f which sto o d a table co vered with a 
clo th upo n which rested so me m achinery. 
They were allo wed to examine everything in 
the ro o m, but were pro hibited fro m meddling 
with the table clo th. 
T hat co vered the secret 
part o f the pro cess, it was explained. 
A 
tho ro ugh search o f the apartm ent failed to 
disco ver any refined sugar, o r any way b^ 
which it co uld be bro ught In. 
Then the yisi- 
to rs were requested to retire, leaving their 
raw sugar in the ro o m with the invento r. 
They heard the w hirr o f machinery and so o n 
a little refined sugar was passed o ut thro ugh 
tin; do o r. 
Mo re fo llo wed until all the raw 
sugar gupo gred to be used up. 
Again the 
ro o m was examined w itho ut revealing any­ 
thing suspicio us. CertttinJy, all the raw sugar 
had disappeared, 
. 
Mo reo ver, the refined sugar Freund pro - 
duced was superio r in quality and beauty to 
anything o f the kind ever kno wn befo re. 
No thing like it. so far as is kno wn, has ever 
bee« 
pro duced 
by anybo dy 
else, and, 
altho ugh it is uo w believed to have been made 
by a chemical pro cess, gt tl*e tjnje it made a 
great sensatio n. 
Other “ tests” fo llo wed and the Eleo trio 
Sugar Refining Co mpany was fo rmed, with a 
capital o f $ 1.000,000. 
Freund was given 
co ntro l, and his wido w no w ho lds, it 1« staled 
o fficially, 5,250 shares o ut o f 10,000. 
Abo ut 


1 000 mo re are still in the treasury o f the 
Co mpany and are o wned by the pro mo ters. 
Perhaps 800 ir 400 sharr j were taken in New- 
Yo rk City and Philadelphia, and the bal­

If they failed, they were 
no t o ut very m uch. 
So* reaso ned the En­ 
glishmen. and it is said that there is no t a re 
finer in Great Britain who has no t so me o f the 
sto ck. 
Fancy prices were paid. 
One trans 
actio n was at £ 125 per share, o r $ 625 fo r a 
$ 100 cerlificate 
No dealings were belo w 
$ 200, it is claimed, and the average price was 
between $ 300 and $ 400. 
Once o rganized, the Co mpany go t to wo rk 
pro m ptly. The building iu Ilamillo D-avenue, 
Bro o klyn, kno wn as the o ld Atlantic Flo ur 
Mills, was secured fo r a refinery and fitted 
up. 
Freund was given m o ney to purchase 
machinery. 
Alto gether Mr. Fuller, yester­ 
day, estimated the amo unt expended under 
that head at abo ut $ 180.000, with a to tal ex 
penditure, including that fo r buildings and 
o ther matters, o f abo ut $ 350,000. 
The new 
machinery was no t exhibited. 
It came in 
heavy bo xes, which no pro fane eye was al­ 
lo wed to explo re, and was carefully bo rne in­ 
to the secret ro o ms in the establishment. 
There is no w a painfully suspicio us 1'elief, 
pretty generally held, that instead o f co mpli­ 
cated mechanisms, these heavy bo xes co n­ 
tained quantities o f the very cho ice grade o f 
refined sugar, which the invento r o nly knew 
ho w to pro duce. 
Tests were carried o n fro m time to time 
even after Freund’s death. 
All the o ld se­ 
crecy was preserved, but the resuits were just 
as wo nderful as ever. 
Raw sugar wo uld be 
taken to the refinery, disappear in the secret 
ro o ms, and so o n the 
splendid 
article o f 
the finished pro duct wo uld appear, while the 
building reso unded with what appeared to be 
the so unds o t machinery. 
E arly this mo nth 
a statement was published in the circular o f 
W illett A Hamlen, sugar bro kers, that De­ 
cember 3 and 4 Mr. W illett bad been present 
at experiments at which o ver 20,000 po unds 
o f raw sugar had been used in the secret 
ro o m. 
In the circular o f yesterday the firm 
says: 
“ The develo pment o f the electric pro cess 
has co me much earlier in 1889 than antici­ 
pated and in a way quite the o ppo site o f o ur 
anticipatio ns. 
In what we have previo usly 
published we have co nfined o urselves to just 
what we suw and heard, but iu the m atter o f 
co nfidence in the rem its we m ust say that we 
have been gro ssly deceived. 
Fro m develo p­ 
ments so o n co ming to light it appears evident 
that a fraud has been perpetrated, the extent 
o f which will no do ubt so o n be made kno w n.” 
But in spite o f all the glittering pro spects 
o f the new metho d the sugar making jxxiple 
were no t as wo rried as they m ight have been. 
In fact, while the new co m pany pro bably 
did cut do wn the quo tatio ns in tru st shares, 
the trust itself appeared to be easy iu mind. 
Two mo nths ago o ne o f its members said that 
it believed it ln;d no thing to fear fro m the 
new rival. 
The lo ng delay after the early 
tests did a go o d deal, to o , to shake the trade’s 
co nfidence in the scheme, and “ I to ld yo u 
so ’s ” were numero us yesterday. 
Fo r the Co mpany’s o fficers Mr. Fuller said, 
yesterday, that they had by no means given 
up ho pe. 
They tho ught it quite likely that 
Mrs. Fruend was retaining a valuable secret 
and ho ped that, at the wo rst, she wo uld be 
able to tell ho w* the extra tine refiucd sugar 
was made. 
Po ssessio n o f such kuo wle lge 
wo uld be a great help to the Co mpany. 
Ano ther ho pe is given by the fact that Mrs. 
Freund has manifested, so far as is kno wn, 
no desire to unlo ad her ho ldings o f the sto ck, 
altho ugh she must have had a number o f o p­ 
po rtunities to do so . 
Uuless there is so me­ 
thing o f value in the kno wledge she po ssesses, 
she wo uld, it is argued, have been o nly to o 
willing to sell o ut at the first o ppo rtunity. 
B ut even while expressing such ho pes, the 
o fficers are no t co nfident in their talk, and 
say that very much depends upo n the success 
o f Mr. Co tterill’s o peratio ns in the West. 
Estimates o f the lo ss likely to be caused by 
the Co m pany’s tro uble vary a go o d deal, but 
there is no questio n that the Englishmen will 
catch nearly all o f it. 
All o f the millio n-do l­ 
lar capital is classed as paid iip, but the 5,000 
o r 6,000 shares held by the" Freund interest 
and the pro mo ters, o f co urse, do no t repre­ 
sent any cash paid in. 
Mo st o f the few 
hundred shares held in this neighbo rho o d 
were pro bably taken o riginally at o r very lit­ 
tle abo ve par, and, if handled since, 
have 
been dealt in as a pure speculatio n. 
As it is 
understo o d that iu a go o d m any cases present 
ho lders have been speculato rs who have made 
mo ney o ut o t the sto ck, it is likely that mo st 
o f them will find the acco uut abo ut balanced 
up. 
Acco rding to the o fficers’ statements, 
the blo cks held in this co untry are nearly all 
small, and the sto ck is well scattered amo ng 
sugar men in New-Yo rk City and Philadel­ 
phia. President Co tterill,Becretaty Ro bertso n 
and o ther o fficers are said to have fair ho ldings. 
Lawso n N. Fuller says he hasn’t much, aud 
the rest is divided up amo ng the trade. 
The Englishm en’s lo ss will result princi­ 
pally fro m the num ber o f prices they paid 
fo r the shares, but they are iu so me valuable 
experience.

may be o ue fo r refining raw material.

evidently is a secret o f so me kind which the 
clique is trying to maintain, and their real 
reaso n may be that it lias no co mmercial 
value, 
By that I mean sugar canno t be m an­ 
ufactured In quantities as cheaply as it is by 
the o rdinary pro cess.”

N e w -Y o r k , Jan . 5.—T he story concern­ 
ing the Electric Sugar Refining C om pany, 
printed in T h e F r e e m a n , of Friday even­ 
ing, was true. 
T he Time* furnishes the de­ 
tails, as fo llo w s: 
T he E lectric S ugar Refining Com pany, 
w ith headquarters at 69 W all-street.has com e 
to grief. 
Its shares, w hen sold at all, b rin g 
ODly nom inal prices. 
Its stockholders are in 
doubt w hether or not th eir investm ents are 
com pletely w iped out. 
Its President is in 
M ichigan trying, his friends assert, to do 
som ething to save the Com pany, w hile the 
officers rem aining in N ew -Y ork City declare 
th at they have been defrauded. Outside of the 
C om pany’s office, am ong sugar men and the 
general W all-strect public, the verdict is 
stronger. 
“ A second Iveely m otor” is the 
w ay ft is popularly put. 
U p to T hursday the Com pany seemed on 
the top wave of prosperity. 
T hen, all of a 
sudden,its shares fell from £80 to £12 o r £15 
on ilie London m arkets, w here nearly all the 
trading in them was done. 
T he Englishm en 
had captured a vast m ajority of the d istrib ­ 
uted stock, and had clung to it at fancy 
prices, but they cou ld n ’t hold it up in the 
face of cablegram s from the New Y ork of­ 
fice of the C om pany, in w hich the chilly tid ­ 
ings were set forth th a t the corporation had 
been defrauded. 
It had been form ed to develop and utilize 
a secret process to refine sugar by the use of 
electricity. 
T he process, a secret one, was 
to be turned over to the Com pany by the in ­ 
ventor, Professor H eury C. F reund, a G er­ 
m an chem ist, or by bis heirs, in case of his 
death, before certaiu conditions had been ful­ 
filled. 
These conditions were just on the 
point of being realized; the Compunv stood 
ready to receive the great secret. T his the E ng­ 
lish stockholders knew1, b u t instead of news 
of the com pletion of the deal, they received 
from the com pany’s office an announcem ent 
th a t fraud had beeu perpetrated, either by 
F reuud pretending to have discovered the 
secret process, or by the w ithholding of the 
benefits of the w orking of the process. 
“ In any event,” cam e the news—and y es­ 
terday the officers repealed it for the sake of 
the N ew-Y ork public— “ they now know th at 
th at has been done by F reund and bis wife, 
her m other aud her step fath er—the only p e r­ 
sons w ho ever knew the ‘ secret ’—is th a t all 
they have conveyed refined sugar secretly in 
to the factory, m anipulated or ‘ treated’ it in 
some fashion, so as to alter its appearance and 
character, but actually im proving its quality 
in some slight degree, aud then show ing 
this product as actually retiued from raw 
su g ar.” 
It was added th at the discovery was m ade 
by cliancc. 
T his “ chance” cam e about in a 
peculiar m anner. 
F reu n d having died about 
a year ago, the secret was now in the possess­ 
ion of his w idow , certain persons also, how 
ever, including her stepfather and her m other. 
W . E. H ow ard and his wife, and tw o other 
relatives. A ugustus and George H alsted.being 
believed to know som ething of it. 
It had 
been contracted th at as soon as the Com pany 
was prepared to entry on the work on a rea­ 
sonable scale for a consideration of $75,000, 
Airs. Freund was to tu rn over the secret p ro ­ 
cess com pletely described in w riting. 
She 
and all her people now live in W ilson, M ich., 
and on M onday, P resident W illiam II. Cot- 
teriil went there to com plete the negotiations. 
T he story of his m ission as told here isas fo l­ 
low s : 
Mrs. F reund w anted $5,000 cash before 
she revealed the great secret. 
T o this C otter- 
ill dem urred, aud asked : 
“ Is your process one by w hich raw sugars 
are made directly into refined sugars ? ’ 
N o answ er was returned, but through her 
law yers, Messrs. S aw yer & K uow lton,of A nn 
A rbor, she asked In tu rn : 
“ W ill a process th at will m anipulate and 
im prove refined sugar be of any value to 
you 7” 
Such a process w as not w hat was w anted 
aud CotteriU cam e back to N ew -Y ork C ity. 
On W eduesday,accom panied by J. A. Rob 
ertson,Secretary of the C om pany,and Law son 
N . Fuller, one of the Trustees, he w ent to 
the refinery in H am ilton-A vcnue, B rooklyn, 
w hich the C om pany had bought, and w here 
som e of the latest tests had been made. 
T he 
g u ard on duty.know n only as " Je rry ” to his 
em ployers,at first refused them entrance, but 
at last yielded. 
T hey m ade their w ay into 
the secret cham ber, and there found, it is u n ­ 
derstood, nothing to reveal the nature of the 
m vstery. 
T here 
were, 
however, 
other 
things which indicated that there had been 
no m vstery at all, a hopper of brass and cop­ 
per, tin covered tables, mallets, axes, ham ­ 
m ers, barrels of chem ical refined sugar, and 
a quantity of raw sugar very like that brought 
over now and then to be turned into the re­ 
fined article by the secret process Mr. F u ller 
was not inclined to sav m uchyesteiday a!tout 
these discoveries. 
Ilp adm itted, 
how ever, 
th at there was a total lack of secret m acliin- 
erv. 
On T hursday a second visit was made to the 
refinery, and another closed room ju st under 
the first was broken into. 
It was a m ysteri­ 
ous sort of place, plated w ith sheet iron, but 
its contents a p p earel to be lim ited to a set of 
sieves, which bad been used to separate the 
various form s of the product. 
That attem oon P resident CotteriU again 
started on a trip to M ichigan. 
It w as re­ 
ported that lie intended to cause the arrest, 
late yesterday afternoon, of all people w ho 
bad been iu any w ay coucerned in the w o rk ­ 
ing of the secret process. 
” Jf there has been any fraud,” said M r. 
F uller, “ we'll have to seek redress from the 
F reunds, w ho have got m oney, and if we find 
frauds we’ll railroad them through, sure.” 
It is i bout fo u r years since Professor 
F reund startled the sugar trade by announc­ 
ing that he bad discovered a new process of 
electrical rehning, by which sugar could be 
refined at a cost of $12 less per ton than the 
usual m ethods. 
H is secret was carefulJy 
guarded, bu t he gave m any exhibitions o r so- 
called “ tests.” 
T h e first, at bis own bouse in 
this City, was a sam p’e of all. 
H alf a dozen dealers and brokers w ere pres 
ent and brought w ith them a keg of raw 
su^ar. 
T hey w ere taken into a room , in the 
centre of w hich stood a table covered w ith a 
cloth upon w hich rested some m achinery. 
T hey were allow ed 
e r m in e everything in 
the room, bu t w ere prohibited from m eddliug 
w ith the table cloth. 
T hat covered the secret 
p art of the process, it was explained. 
A 
thorough search of th e apartm ent failed to 
discover any refined sugar, or any w ay by 
w hich it could be b ro u g h t In. 
Then the visi­ 
tors were requested to retire, leaving th eir 
raw sugar in the room w ith the inventor. 
T hey heard the w h irr of m achinery and soon 
a little refined sugar was passed out th rough 
door. 
M ore follow ed until all the raw 
sugar appeared to be used up. 
A gain the 
room was exam ined w ithout revealing an y ­ 
thing suspicious. C ertaloly, all the raw sugar 
had disappeared. 
M oreover, the refined sugar F reund pro 
duced was superior in quality and beauty to 
anything of the k in d ever know n before. 
N othing like it, so far as is know n, has ever 
been 
tofoducpd 
by anybody 
else, 
and, 
although it is «ow beljcved to have been m ade 
by a chem ical process, >t the t|nje R m ade a 
great sensation. 
, 
O ther “ tests” follow ed and the E lectrio 
Sugar Refining C om pany was form ed, w ith a 
capital of $1.000,000. 
F reund was given 
control, and his w idow now bolds, it is stated 
officially, 5,250 shares out of 10,000. 
A bout 
1,000 m o re are still in the treasury of the 
C om pany and are ow ned by the prom oters 
P erhaps 800 ir 400 shares were taken in New 
Y ork City and Philadelphia, and the bal­ 
ancé -o v e r 3.000— w ent abroad. 
T he E n ^ k b n ie n rushed for them , th a t is, 
the E nglish r e a r * » did. 
A great m any of 
them had suffered wlif® centrifugals w ere Jm 
treduced and they d id n 't m ean to be left 
again. 
So, w ith o u t w aiting to see w hether 
or not the new stb em q was a good one .they 
took the shares, hedging, as it w ere, and 
casting an anchor to w iiidw ard. 
I f the new 
process w orked w ell they w ere sure tí> y® PP 


the ground floor. 
If they failed, they were 
not out very m uch. 
So' reasoned the E n ­ 
glishm en. and it is said th at there is not a re 
finer in G reat B ritain w ho has not some of the 
stock. 
F ancy prices w ere paid. 
One tran s­ 
action was at £125 per share, o r $625 fo r a 
$100 certificate 
N o dealiügs w ere below 
$200, it is claim ed, and the average price was 
betw een $300 and $400. 
O nce organize !, the C om pany got to w ork 
prom ptly. T he building iu Ilam ilton-avenue, 
B rooklyn, know n as the old A tlantic F lo u r 
Mills, was secured fo r a refinery and fitted 
up. 
Freund was given m oney to purchase 
m achinery. 
A ltogether Air. Fuller, yester­ 
day, estim ated the am ount expended under 
th a t head at about $180.000, with a total ex 
penditure, includiug th at for buildiugs aud 
other m atters, of about $350,000. 
T h e new 
m achinery was not exhibited. 
It cam e iu 
heavy boxes, w hich no profane eye was al­ 
low ed to explore, and w as carefully borne in ­ 
to the secret room s in 
the establishm ent. 
There is now a p ainfully suspicious belief, 
pretty generally held, th a t instead of com pli­ 
cated m echanism s, these heavy boxes con­ 
tained quantities of the very choice grade of 
refined sugar, w hich the inventor only knew 
how to produce. 
Tests were carried on from tim e to tim e 
even after F reu n d ’s d eath . 
A ll the old se­ 
crecy was preserved, bu t the results were just 
as w onderful as ever. 
R aw sugar w ould be 
taken to the refinery, disappear in the secret 
room s, and soon the 
splendid 
article of 
the finished product w ould appear, w hile the 
building resounded w ith w hat appeared to be 
the sounds ot m achinery. 
E arly this m onth 
statem ent was published iu the circular of 
W illett A Harulen, su g ar brokers, th at D e­ 
cem ber 3 and 4 Mr. W illett had been present 
at experim ents at w hich over 20,000 pounds 
of raw sugar had been used in the secret 
room . 
In the circular of yesterday the firm 
y s: 
“ T he developm ent of the electric process 
has come m uch earlier iu 1889 than antici­ 
pated and in a w ay qu ite the opposite of our 
anticipations. 
In w hat w e have previously 
published we have confined ourselves to just 
w hat we saw and heard, h u t in the m atter of 
confidence in the rem its we m ust say that w e 
hnve been grossly deceived. 
F rom develop­ 
m ents soon com ing to lig h t it appears evident 
th a t a fraud has been perpetrated, the extent 
of w hich will no doubt soon he m ade know n.” 
B ut in spite of all the g littering prospects 
of the new m ethod the sugar m aking people 
were not as w orried as they m ight have been. 
In fact, w hile the new com pany probably 
did cut dow n the quotations in trust shares, 
the trust itself appeared to he easy iu m ind. 
T w o m onths ago one of its m em bers said th at 
it believed it had n othing to fear from the 
new rival. 
T he long delay after the early 
tests did a good deal, too, to shake the trade's 
confidence in the schem e, and “ I told you 
so’s ” were num erous yesterday. 
F o r the C om pany’s officers Mr. F uller said, 
yesterday, that they had by no m eans given 
up hope. 
T hey th o u g h t it quite likely th a t 
Airs. E m end was retaining a valuable secret 
and hoped that, at the w orst, she w ould be 
able to tell hotw the ex tra tine refined sugar 
was made. 
Possession o f such kuow le Igc 
w ould be a great help to the Com pnny. 
A nother hope is given by the fact that Airs. 
F reund has m anifested, so far as is know n, 
no desire to unload h er holdings of the stock, 
although she m ust have had a num ber of op ­ 
portunities to do so. 
U uless there Is soine- 
th iu g o f value in the know ledge she possesses, 
she w ould, it is argued, have been only too 
w illing to sell out a t the first opportunity. 
B ut even while expressing such hopes, the 
officers are not confident in their talk, and 
say that very m uch depends upon the success 
of Air. CollcriH’s operations in the W est. 
Estim ates of the loss likely to be caused by 
the C om pany’s trouble vary a good deal, bu t 
there is no question that the Englishm en w ill 
catch nearly all of it. 
A ll of the m illion-dol­ 
lar capital is classed as p aid.up, but the 5,000 
or 6,000 shares held by the’ F reund interest 
and the prom oters, of course, do not repre­ 
sent any cash paid in. 
Most of the few 
hundred shares held in this neighborhood 
were probably taken originally at or very lit­ 
tle above par, and, if handled since, 
have 
been dealt iu a sa p u re speculation. 
As it is 
understood that in a good m any cases present 
holders have been sp ecu latirs w ho have m ade 
money out of the stock, it is likely that m ost 
of them will find the account about balanced 
up. 
A ccording to the officers’ statem ents, 
tlie blocks held in this country are nearly all 
sm all, and the stock is well scattered am ong 
sugar men in N ew -Y ork C ity and P hiladel­ 
phia. President C otteriU ,Secretuty R obertson 
and other officers are said to have fair holdings. 
L ew son N. F u ller says he hasn’t m uch, aud 
the rest is divided up am ong the trade. 
T he E nglishm en's loss will result princi­ 
pally from the num ber of prices they paid 
for the shares, bu t they are iu some valuable 
experience. 
A half-m illion dollars was aliout 
u average estim ate, yesterday, of w hat the 
B ritish sugar m en m ay lose if the w orst h ap ­ 
pens, 
Both P resident CotteriU and Secretary 
Robertson cam e from the other side. 
T h e 
form er was a law yer [he has been the Com- 
jan y ’s legal adviser as w ell as head], and the 
alter a shipping m erchant. 
“ J e rrv ,” the refinery guardian, w hose full 
nam e m av prove to be Jerem iah F lannagan, 
w ould not say an y th in g about the C om pany’s 
affairs last night. T h ere w as a report that lie 
was e x a c te d to fu rn ish some im portant testi­ 
m ony. hut he declined to talk about the case. 
W illiam P. T hom pson, an English patent 
agent, has been in this C ity for several w eeks 
n the interest of th e foreign capitalists. 
He 
does not own a d o llar’s w orth of the stock, 
aud declared,yesterday.that he never believed 
in the enterprise. 
H is attention was first 
called to the invention bv the representations 
of m any friends w ho had been induced to iu- 
vest 
ow ing 
to 
the 
w onderful 
pos­ 
sibilities 
claim ed 
fo r 
the 
invention 
by 
the 
Com pany. 
H e 
cautioned 
his 
friends not to have too m uch faith in these 
representations, and tried to convince them 
fhat it w ould be w ise policy t j w ait for a 
practica} dem onstration. 
Some heeded his 
advice, others did not, and became w ildly 
enthusiastic about the stock. 
He had som e 
w arm discussions w ith these enthusiasts iu 
the Reform Club, and not a groat w hile ago 
he laid several w agers a t long odds th at the 
great expectations w ould not be realized 
w ithin a certain period. 
H e collected the 
money, too. 
Air. T hom pson m entioned this 
iucideqt by way of illustrating w hat a g rip 
the electrical process liad on the other side. 
He was repeatedly consulted by Alessrs. R ob­ 
ertson and C otterill about the legal status of 
th e m ysterious invention. 
It was their wish, 
as well as th at of other stockholders, th at lie 
should be em ployed to take ou t the necessary 
patents. 
H e was finally engaged to com e 
here, m ake an inspection, and report, his 
fees beiug paid in advance.

ADDRESS OF A. T. CLEARW ATER. 
When I was requested by the- Master nml Wardens 
of tins Lodge to deliver a twenty -imnnte address 
upon the antiquity of Freemasonry , I felt inn -h fc;> 
did the U- iston clergy man, who, at a Chicago dinner, 
was asked to make a live minute speech upon the 
advance of civilization since th'*daw n of < nristian- 
ity , and it is with extreme diffidence that I offer for 
y our consideration this very incomplete outline of a 
great subject. 
Rejecting much that is fabulous re­ 
garding the e.irlv history of the order of Free­ 
masonry , such of its members as have studied its 
annals, accept such facts as seem to he authenti­ 
ca t'd by tlr.se records of th ■ past that still can be 
consulted. 
Its grand secrets are said to have been 
known to the ancients before the Hood—it was an 
Important part of geometry , one of the seven liberal 
scieti es s:li(l to have been derived from the family 
of L vmecli, the father of Tubal (J ain. Its principles 
are believed to have been inscribed by a priest of 
that family uooii a stone pillar which survived the 
deluge. They were taught by tile Egy pt ans to the 
children 
of 
Israel, who 
after 
the 
Exodus 
carried them to Palestine where they were beauti­ 
fully exemplified in the building of tlie Temple of 
Solomon at J erusalem. To J osephus, the great He­ 
brew historian, to the traditions carefully inscribed 
upon parchment and jealously preserved among the 
priceless treasures of ihe great library of the Vati­ 
can and to unwritten Masonic tradition the modern 
world is indebted for such information regarding 
th • connection of !he craft with that Imp -rial Edi­ 
fice as is 11 >t revealed by the Scriptures of the Old 
Testament. 
A COLOSSAL WORK. 
Tin» view usually accepted by Masons as the near­ 
est approximation to the fact, is that 130.900 Specu­ 
lative atul Operative masons, besides workmen of 
other kinds were engaged upon the colossal work: 
principally of four na tionalities-Hebrews. Ty rians, 
Bidonians and Egy ptians. They were divided into 
nine classes about as follows :

But, in the eleventh y ear of the reign c 
Soloinou, the day appointed for celebrating tli 
placing of tin- cope stone of the Temple, retiring at 
High Twelve to thank J ehovah for enabling him to 
finish Ins greatest work, he never returned alive 
The ordeal through which he passed, the fidelity In 
display ed, the grandeur and elevation of his soul 
are well known to every Mason who amid solemn 
stillness and dismal gloom, a fter facing the South 
has turned his thoughts towards heaven in the awe 
Inspiring ceremonies ofjhis initiation. Notone stone 
remains upon another of the great structure reared 
by Israel's Anointed King to the worship of the God of 
Abraham, of Isaac and of J acob, but the memory 
of its master builder will never fade from the minds 
of men and the name of Hiram Abiff is still uttered 
with reverence by every Mason and in every Ma­ 
sonic Ixidge from the Orient to the Occidinta nd 
from Iceland to the remotest idand to the Southern 
seas. 
IN THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


exandria by Pontius, architect, in the eighteenth 
y ear of Augustus Caesar. B. C. 
The Temple of 
the Caesars, at Alexandria, was ore of the most itn 
posing structures ot that voluptuous city . It was 
a monument to the power anil pride of Imperial 
Rome: it was surrounded by a sacred grove: it was 
adorned with eolonades and enriched with priceless 
paintings and sculptures and attached to it was a 
librarv resort« ! to by the greatest scholars of the 
time; and here in the pride and insolence of their 
might the Roman Emperois caused divine honors to 
Ik- 
paid to them 
during 
their 
own 
lives. 
It is claimed that although undoubtedly finished by 
the citizens of Alexandria, in honor of Tiberius, this 
Temple was begun by that most seductive and en­ 
chanting woman.to whom both Caisar an J Mark An­ 
tony made love, Cleopatra, and therefore the New- 
Yoik Obelisk and its companion now standing upon 
the embankment of the Thames in London, were 
popularly spoken of as Cleopatra’s needles. For 
nearly 
1.90 y ears the Obelisk of Heliopolis re­ 
mained where it was placed by the Roman engi­ 
neers until on October 29, 1879, was begun its re­ 
moval from Alexandria to New-York. 


CONCERNING T H E OBELISK. 
After the obelisk was lifted from its base the mo8’ 
remarkable proofs of the antiquity of Freeinasonr- 
were discovered. I now quote from the official re­ 
port: “ The obelisk rested upon a foundation and 
three s U jis . 
The pieces forming the steps and all 
but four of those inclosed by them were of hard 
limestone of gray ish white color. Three of the four 
exceptions were sy enite from the same quarry as 
the Obelisk. The other one was soft limestone en­ 
tirely free from discolorations and as purely white 
as the best Carrara marble. The foundation below 
the lower sU‘u was composed of soft sandstone 
blocks, rough hewn and of irregularform with three 
exceptions. These throe had been carefully dressed 
and had figures cut in relief on the slues. Of the 
three pieces of sy enite two were carefully cut and 
had 
lieen 
polished. The 
other 
was 
rough 
and irregular, the upper part having been gouged 
by tools into an unnatural 
and 
conspicuously 
uneven surface. 
1 >ne of the polished pieces was an 
Imperfect cube; the other was hewn to form a long 
and a short arm at right angles, similar to a build­ 
er's square. 
At the junction of the lower part with 
the v rlicul faces of tin* arms, there wore three 
Iliads of unequal dimensions, and around the lower 
edges of the sides there was a concave groove. On 
a block of hard, gray limestone adjacent was an 
iron trowel and a lead plummet. The trowel was 
firmly cemented to the surface of the stone. They 
were not modern, and could not have bet n placed 
where they were found a fter the erection of the Ob­ 
elisk in the reign of Augustus." After removing all 
the pieces forming the steps, two tiers of the found­ 
ation were removed. The only piece of the first tier 
tiiat was dressed occupied the east angle. Two of 
the si les had a figure in tvli f, extending through 
the middle, resembling a snake. At the angle of 
three sides were two spiral figures in relief, also re­ 
sembling snakes. The upper part of the stone at 
that angle projected above the surface, and when 
the spirals met tuere was an angular recess below. 
The projection and recess formed a group of three 
mitiiai ure steps above the spiral, and in the face of 
the stone that was found adjacent to this one there 
was a diamond-shaped reee-*'. No other mark was 
found 011 any piece of that tier. luthe tier next be­ 
low all the pieces were rough and irregularly laid, 
except two - one occupied by the axis of the struc­ 
ture an I the on” adjacent to it. One face of the 
a xi: stone had a group of lines an 1 a group of fig­ 
ures carved on it, and another face had an arc 
of a very large circle extending across it. 
As far as 
it was possible to distinguish t lie groups of lines they 
may be divided into three parts. The upper ap­ 
peared to consist of three parallel lines of unequal 
length, the middle consisted of two parall I lines, 
the intervals between them divided into equal spaces 
as if to form a scale. The marked stone had one of 
its sides carefully dressed, the others being rough. 
On the dressed side there were two parallel grooves 
about an eighth of an inch in d- ptli and the same in 
width: the tipper row contained nine groups with 
three grooves in each, and the lower row five groups 
with three grooves in each. The grooves wote cut 
diagonally across the face of the stone in two direc­ 
tions. 
Every alternate group of the upper row in­ 
tersected one of the lowt r row nud formed with it 
an obtuse angle. The striking similarity between 
the forms un i actual and relative positions of the 
pieces hero described and those of the emblems of 
Freemasonry led to the appointment of a committee 
of Free Masons by the Grand Lodge of Egy pt to ex­ 
amine them; and after discussion and deliberation 
the following conclusions were announced: "The 
poii-hed cube found in the east angl • corres­ 
ponds with the Masonic Perfect Ashler. The pol­ 
ished square corresponds whh the emblem of that 
name. The rough blocks iound In the west angle 
correspond with the Rough Ashler. 
The stone 
with figures resembling snakes is emblematic of 
wisdom. The a xis stone is the Trestle Board, and 
the marked stone adjacent to it bears the Master's 
Mark. The two implements, the iron tri-wel and 
lead pluniet.are also emblematical of Free Masonry . 
The piece of soft white limestone that was found 
under the polished cube is the sy mbol of Purity und 
ns having been placed in the centre of the 18 pieces 
forming the lower steps to designate the word of 
the eighteenth degree " 


STILL USED nv MASONS. 
is needless for me to say to the Masons who 


Of the many matters relative solely to the antiqui­ 
ty of the order, the most notable are a collection of 
Papy ri, In the British Museum, in the museum at 
Berlin, and the remarkable discoveries made at the 
time of the removal of the Egy ptian Obelisk from 
Alexandria to New-York. 
The time placed at iny 
disposul would not, even should y our patience per­ 
m it a superficial reference to all these, and, us the 
latter will doubtless be most interesting, I will 
briefly speak of them. It has been the universal 
custom of men, from a period of the most rt mote 
antiquity , to erect monuments and temples to the 
gods whom they worshipped. The ancient Egy p­ 
tians worshipped the bun. That, to tlieir minds, 
more nearly represented the Supreme Creator than 
did any other apprehensible object. Among the 
Egy ptians the Obelisk was sy mbolic of the highest 
a ttributes of nature, generative aud reproductive. 
In the XVIII. Dy nasty . IL C., 1591-1565, Thothmes 
III , King of Egy pt, caused to be quarried In the 
Semite quarries or Assouan two gigantic Obelisks, 
which he erected on the east and west sides of thé 
entrance to the famous Temple of the Sun, at Heli­ 
opolis.

W hatever then passed the scrutiny of 
the college of learned priests at Holiopolis was prob­ 
ably approved by the g reater part of the then civil- 
bed world. The precise time of the decline of the 
City is not known - doubtless its prestige began to 
foil a fter Oamby scs, King of Persia, swept through 
Egy j t like a plagnr, B. C. 525-521.

NO WONDER THE SITTERS STARED. 
“ A week or so ago, while seated in the 
reading-room of a hotel in this City , engaged 
in conversation with a friend, who was jot­ 
ting down a portion of our conversation in a 
small memorandum book, I noticed a gentle­ 
man, who occupied a chair near the writing 
desk, immediately facing us,who seemed to be 
watching every movement made by my friend. 
Suddenly the stranger sprang from his chair 
and advanced a step or two toward us, at the 
same time raising his left hand, on which I 
noticed a peculiai scar hi the shape of a 
cross 
on 
the 
back 
of 
bis 
hand. 
I 
called 
my 
friend’s 
attention 
to 
the stranger. My friend, to my astonishment, 
sprang from his chair and faced the stranger 
After looking ot each other in mutual astou 
ishment they advanced, clasped hands and 
exclaimed: ‘Is it possible.’ 
Team coursed 
down tlieir cheeks. 
Thev locked arms and 
passed out of the hotel, much to the astonish­ 
ment of a number of people who saw the un­ 
usual proceedings.” 
“ A day ' or two after I lact my friend and 
inquired the cause of the scene narrated. 
He 
related the following remarkable story :” 


A REMARKABLE STORY. 
“ ‘ The gentleman whom y ou saw me greet 
is an ex-Confederate soldier, 
in order to 
make y ou fully understand why I, who as 
y ou know, fought in the Union Army , wits 
so affected by the meeting, I will be obliged 
to tell y ou first that he is a native ot Charles 
ton, S. C.. and that our acquaintance dates 
back to the time when we were school hoy s 
und ho was attending a military academy in 
this State, and that we were inseparable. Our 
vacations were spent alternately ¡it the homes 
of our parents. 
We left school and corres­ 
ponded fora while, but eventually we stopped 
writing and lost track of one another. I did not 
see him for several y ears and would not have 
known him then had it not been for that sear 
y ou saw on his hand, and which he received 
while try ing to save me from the attack of a 
mad dog, while we were attending school. 
The war came, and 1 enlisted in a New-York 
Regiment. 
I served one y ear, re-enlisted, 
went to the front, was taken prisoner and 
placed in Libby Prison. 
I was not kept 
long 
in 
Libby 
and 
was 
transferred 
to Anderson ville. 
When I left home 1 took 
with me the same memorandum bsiok that y ou 
saw the other evening and which the gentle 
man recognized by its cover. 
The book was 
a present from niy mother and is so con­ 
structed that the old leaves can be taken out 
and new ones placed iu it, thus y ou see it 
can lie used for y ears. 
The cover is beau­ 
tifully inlaid anil on the reverse side is a 
picture of my mother. 
Mv friend and 1 had 
often used this book, and during our school 
day s it could have told some queer tales of 
our Ixiy ish troubles and love affairs. 
Duriu« 
my prison life it was a great comfort to me, 
us I had been fortunate enough to hide it 
when every thing else was taken from me. 
One day , after I had been in Andersonville 
Prison about two months, I was ly ing on the 
ground, for 1 was too weak to stand, and 
while looking at my mother’s picture, I fell 
asleep. 
When I awoke the book was gone. 
1 searched in vain for it. 
About that time 
my sufferings were terrible. 
I never shall 
forget 
the 
agony 
of 
mind and 
body 
I 
suffered. 
Indeed 
ray 
sufferings were 
so intense that I hail made up my mind 
to crawl across the dead-line and end it all. 
I 
remember 
I 
had 
picked 
out 
the 
sentry , 
who 
I 
was 
determined shoult 
shoot 
me. 
lie 
was 
a 
y oung 
man 
with a handsome face and fine figure and 
seemed to sy mpathize with us poor fellows 
I had often seen him throw a bit of tobacco 
to us, when he got a favorable opportunity 
I had watched him pace back and forth on 
his beat. 
Many a time I had gone over the 
details of the shooting, in my mind,and seem­ 
ed to enjoy thinking how 1 should crawl to 
the dead line and rise up and bare ray breast 
for the fatal shot. 
A few day s after the dis 
appearance of my book, as I awoke from 
dream of home, I saw the sentry look cau­ 
tiously around and then quickly hold up his 
left hand and as quickly drop it to his side. 
This he repeated a number of times. 
1 could 
make nothing of it at first, for to tell the 
truth my mitui had become so shattered that 
it was with the utmost effort that I could con­ 
tinue one line of thought for any length of 
time. 
After he had repeated the action 
number of times I noticed on one of his 
hands a blood red scar, atul all at once it 
flashed across my mind w here I had seen that 
scar before. 
It was a longtime, however, be­ 
fore my feeble intellect grasped the knowl­ 
edge, and when 1 looked again my friend had 
been relieved and another soldier had take; 
his place. 
All that night I lay thinking 
how 
it 
would 
all 
turn out, 
wonderin' 
if he could help me in any way . 
1 was 
positive that he was my school boy friend 
and that scar was the one lie received wuil 
defending me from the mad dog y ears ago. 
I wish I could convey to y ou some idea of 
the joy that that recognition gave me, but that 
is an impossibility . But then again came the 
thought, what can he do for me ? He is only 
a private, a Confederate,and, like a ilthercsi, 
lias no heart, and no feeling. Could it be pos­ 
sible that be would leave me 'here to die ? 
I 
was convinced that he would find some means 
for my deliverance. 
So, from hope to fear I 
lay trembling and pray ing until day -light 
when I decided I would see him agaiu. 
At 
about 8 o’clock the next morning he came, 
but he neither looked at me nor raised his 
hand. 
‘W hy did he turn from me and draw 
his hat over his ey es, as if to shut out the 
very sight of me ? ’ 
I cried. I could stand 
it no longer. 
Hope had lied. 
1 crawled to 
the dead-line, having fully determined to die 
by his hand. 
' One more move and I will be 
over,’ I said. I paused for him to turn and 
face toward me. That moment was freighted 
with thoughts of home. 
One instant more 
and all my sufferings would be over. 
I rose 
up on my hands and knees and bared my 
breast. 
J ust then the soldier tflrned, and in 
a cry of horror said : 
‘ Will ! Will ! for 
God’s sake don’t; go baek, go back,’ at 
the same time raising his ritie. 
At that in 
stant I saw something drop inside the line, 
nud crawling back I picked it up. 
It proved 
to be my lost memorandum book. 
I crawled 
back to my old place. After I bad time to think 
it all over and become somewhat calmer I took 
my precious book and turning to the picture 
I saw it bad been removed and on a closer 
examination I saw written in a fine hand on 
the 
place made 
vacant the 
follow in g : 
• Will, keep up y our courage, I will never 
desert y ou. 
Do as I tell y ou. 
Tomorrow 
the dead wagon will be arouud. 
I am on 
the detail. 
You will be the first 
one I 
shall select, and with the hrlp of the Doctor, 
a friend of mine, who knows all about the 
plan, we will place y ou in the cart and take 
y ou outside the stockade. 
I will find a way 
to get y ou out from among the dead when 
y ou are once outside.’ ” 


COMPLETELY UNNERVED BY SUFFERING. 
“ When I had finished reading this I was 
completely unnerved. 
I lay for a long time 
before I could realize it all. 
For the first 
time since my captivity tears came to my re­ 
lief. 
In a short time I was able to think more 
clearly . 
The next morning the detail came, 
and as I kept very still among a number of 
dead men, I was picked up and placed in the 
cart, my friend placing a board over me for 
protection, and also taking the precaution to 
place me so I could get out. 
Stooping over 
the side of the wagon he whispered: * When 
y ou are outside and feel some one pulling 
on y our leg crawl out and drop,’ and with a 
word or two of caution he left. 
I could feel 
the jolting of the cart as It passed out of the 
stockade. 
In a short time I felt a vigorous 
tugging on my leg, and crawlingto the end of 
the cart, I let my self fallout. It was fortunate 
for me that I struck on something soft, other­ 
wise in my weak state, even that short drop 
Would have killed me. However, I had not 


much time to think before I was picked up by a 
colored man and carried to a little ravine and 
told to lie very quiet until night. 
All that 
day 1 lay motionless and alone, but just as 
darkness was coming on I heard some one 
approaching. 
It proved to be my friend. 
Cautiously he peered into the bushes, and 
seeing I was about to speak be whispered: 
‘ Not a word, Will. 
Here, drink this.’ 
He 
placed a bottle, containing diluted whiskey , 
to my parched lips. 
How it revived tne! 
After a little my friend told me how he had 
recognized the memorandum book one day , 
and how lie 
finally managed to take it 
while I slept; how he had removed the pic­ 
ture, and written the letter in the place made 
vacant, knowing I would look for the picture 
first, and not finding it would see the letter; 
how l.e feared I would die before he could 
effect my escape, and so he had made himse’f 
known to me in the manner described; how 
he feared I would betray him in my weak state, 
and how his heart bled fnrall the poor fellows 
in the horrible place. 
Then after leaving me 
some medicine and food, with a word of cau­ 
tion, he left me, telling me I would he cared 
for in a short time. 
How I enjoy ed my self 
that day I How I drank the water in the can­ 
teen and ate the bread1 
How strong I seem­ 
ed to feel, and above all how I pray ed and 
thanked God for my deliverance. About mid­ 
night niy friend came and carried me to 
the 
house 
of an 
old 
colored 
mtm, 
who, hy -the-way , is living in this City , to­ 
day . 
lie put me in the attic and made me 
as comfortable as possible. 
My friend came 
to see me as often as lie could. 
I stay ed there 
two months, and all that time the colored 
man nursed me by stealth. At the expiration 
of that time I was strong enough to make an 
attempt to escape. My friend procured a suit 
of Confederate gray , and, disguised in this, 
and with the help of a letter from the Doc­ 
tor, I eventually reached our lines aud joined 
my Regiment. 
1 did not bear from my 
friend for a y ear or so after my escape, and 
then I heard that he had beeu shot while try ­ 
ing to help some prisoners to escape. 
You 
can imagine my astonishment when, ihe other 
evening, as y ou saw, I recognized the gentle­ 
man sitting near us, not by his features, but 
by that blood red scar. 
He did not recog­ 
nize me either by my face, but by the memo­ 
randum book in which I was writing tit the 
time.” 


REASON ENOUGH. 
“ And so,” continued he, after a pause in 
which he wiped his ey es, "that is the reason 
we were so visibly affected at the mutual 
recognition.” 
"And I murmured‘no wonder.’”

A DISGRAC EFUL SC ENE IN C OURT HERE 


L a w y e r I lr l n n ie r a n d J o h n .1. C u o n cy I» o in - 
u iel E a d i O th e r Ite lo ro th e R e c o rd e r. 
The cu3e of Anthony II. Lawatch against 
J ohn J . Cooney , of this City , for alleged 
grand larceny , charging him with feloniously 
appropriating an insurance draft of $1,000, 
in which the former had ¡in interest, was b<- 
guu before Recorder Hussey , y esterday after 
noon. 
The majority of the spectators in the 
Court Room had been drawn 'hither because 
it had been bruited about that the case would 
prove exciting. 
They werenotdisappointed. 
Lawy er William D. Brinnier.who is a party 
to the drtUt transaction, was called to the 
witness stand. 
His evidence referred to the 
manner in which Cooney Became possessed 
of the« drnft. 
Brinnier’s statement that Mrs. 
Cooney signed her name to tiie paper thus: 
H er 
Mrs. M argaret. X Co o n ey . 
Murk. 
exciied the ire of Cooney . 
He said she was 
a great deat deal better than some people who 
were capable of writing their own names, 
and muttered something to the effect that 
witness had perjured himself. 
Tiie Recorder, who was busy taking testi­ 
mony , did not hear the remark, but Brinnier 
did, and be angrily exclaimed: “ What’s 
that? don't say that again.” 
" I will if the 
law will allow me,” responded Cooney . 
At 
this juncture the Recorder arose and said 
that lie would not allow such proceedings to 
be enacted within the precincts of the Court, 
aud further stated that the witness was enti­ 
led to the protection of the Court from'the 
attacks of the defendant, and that such pro­ 
tection would be afforded him. 
Cooney jumped up, shaking with rage,and 
y elled ¡it Brinnier: "Y ou tire a perjurer!” 
As quick as u flash the two men made parses 
tit 
each 
other, 
and 
heavy 
blows 
were 
struck. 
Officers 
separated 
the 
combatants, 
which 
was 
no 
easy 
task, as Cooney had a firm hold on Brinnier’s 
throat. 
When he did let go, the latter’s col­ 
lar and necktie fell to the floor. 
Cooney ’s 
skillful ducking of his head saved 
him 
from severe 
punishment. 
Tiie 
Recorder 
rapped for order, and adjourned the case. 
Cooney and Brinnier were arraigned for 
contempt of Court. 
The lawy er pleaded 
hard uot to be sent to the County J ail. 
He 
said that he had a sick child at home, and if 
his Honor would impose a fine he would 
willingly pay it. 
He also begged the Recor 
tier’s pardon for starting the row. 
Being a 
lawy er he knew it was wrong, but his anger 
had gotten the better of his judgment. 
The 
Recorder fined the participants in the dis 
graceful scene $3 each. 
The most amusing part of the affair was 
that Lawatch, before the examination began, 
Udieved that Brinnier and Cooney were, as 
he expressed it, " laving in ” together to get 
the best of him. 
After the fight he changed 
ids mind. 


IN R E C O R D E R ’S COURT T O -D A Y. 
This forenoon a man named J ohn Wolff 
appeared before Recorder Hussey and asked 
' ir a warrant for the arrest of one Henry 
George alias "Mexico,” whom he charged with 
stealing a keg of lager from his house 
South-Rondout on New Year’s Niirht.

Recorder told Wolff that as the alleged theft 
occurred outside of the City he had no juris­ 
diction in the matter. 


This forenoon boy s named J ames and W il­ 
liam Post, were arraigned before Recorder 
Hussey charged by a farmer named Edgar 
VatiAkcD, of Kingston, of stealing pork and 
chickens.

About 400 people were attracted to the 
Academy of Music, this City , last night, by 
the announcement that a lecture entitled 
" Declaration of the Principles of the Knights 
of Labor ” would he delivered, by Ralph 
Beaumont. 
The speaker is at present a resi 
dent of Utica, N. Y. 
He was introduced to 
the audience by A. W. Hoffman, one of the 
officers of one of tlie Local Assemblies of the 
Knights of Lalior in this City . 
Mr. Beau­ 
mont is an Irish-American and is possessed of 
oratorical powers. 
To put it plaiuly , like 
many other men of tlie same lineage, he is 
largely endowed with the “ gift of gab, 
aud 
is 
warm-hearted 
aud 
impulsive. 
He 
visited 
this 
City 
eight 
y ears 
ago, when he made a speech from the “ old 
stone steps ” of the Mansion House,Rondout, 
under the auspices of the Green hackers,^ of 
whom there were then several in this City . 
Mr. Beaumont talked for more than two 
hours last night. 
The speaker was frequent­ 
ly applauded and his remarks were given 
close attention. 
A DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 
In opening his lecture Mr. Beaumont said : 
“ Every party of men or women who ever 
started to promote aud bring forth a reform 
alway s put forth a declaration of principles. 
* 
* * 
I shall discuss the principles of the 
party or organization I represent plank by 
plank, first reading a plank, explaining why 
we put it in, the causes that led us to do it 
and what we expect to accomplish by having 
the same enacted into the law of the land. 
WORTH AND WEALTH. 
The first plank explained was “ to make iu- 
dustrial and moral worth, not wealth, the 
true standard of 
industrial and National 
greatness.” 
In explaining the plank in refer­ 
ence "to securing to wage-workers the full 
enjoy ment of the wealth they create,” etc., 
the speaker told the history of Cornelius Van­ 
derbilt. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
After explaining the plank in reference to 
a Bureau of Labor Statistics, tlie speaker 
took up the “ public lands plank,” alway s a 
favorite subject with Green backers, and gave 
the history of the building of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad and the Credit Mobilier scheme. 
In speaking of the plank which he called 
"the abrogation of all laws that do not bear 
equally upon cspital aud labor, and the re­ 
moval of unjust technicalities, delay s and 
discriminations in the administration of jus­ 
tice,” the speaker illustrated his remarks with 
witty stories. 
TRADES UNIONS, ETC. 
In explaining the plank asking the recog­ 
nition of trades unions,orders, and such other 
associations as may be organized by the 
working masses to improve tbeir condition 
und protect their rights, the speaker gave a 
resume of the doings of the Knights of Labor 
and also the Missouri Pacific Railroad strike. 
Amusing 
illustrations 
were 
given 
to prove that clergy men, doctors and lawy ers 
had labor unions, and those who did not have 
a proper “ card ” or diploma were not al­ 
lowed to work. 


UNDER GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 
The explanation of the plank "That the 
Gdvernment shall obtain possession, under 
the right of eminent domain, of all tele­ 
graphs, telephones and railroads, and that 
hereafter no charter or license he issued to 
any corporation for construction or operation 
of any means of transporting intelligence, 
passengers and freight,” was interesting, and 
the audience appeared pleased with the ar­ 
rangements for mail and telegraph service as 
depicted by the speaker. 
The plank “ to se­ 
cure for both sexes equal pay for equal 
work,” us elucidated 
by the speaker, was 
warmly applauded. 
Tlie plank in relation 
to interest bearing bonds, etc., was dwelt 
upon at length, as the issue of bonds by the 
Government has alway s been a fruitful sub­ 
ject for Greenbackers and labor agitators. 


THE AUDIENCE PLEASED. 
The entire lecture, dealing with real and 
alleged mistakes in legislation, seemed to 
please the audience.

year of Augustus Csesar, B. C. 22. The Temple ot 
the Caesars, at Alexandria, was ore of the most im 
posing structures ot that voluptuous city. It was 
a monument to the power ana pride of Imperial 
Rome; it w a s surrounded by a sacred grove; it was 
adorned with colonades and enriched w ith priceless 
paintings and sculptures and attached to it was a 
library resorted to by the greatest scholars of the 
tim e; and here in the pride and insolence of their 
might the Roman Em pero is caused divine honors to 
he~ paid to them 
during 
their 
own 
lives. 
It is claimed that although undoubtedly finished by 
the citizens of Alexandria, in houor of Tiberius, this 
Temple w a s begun by that most seductive and en- 
chauting woman.to whom both Caesar and Mark Au- 
tonv made love, Cleopatra, and therefore the New- 
Yofk Obelisk and its companion now standing upon 
the em bankment of the Thames in London, were

ADDRESS OF A. T. CLEARWATER 
When I w a s requested by the MAster mid W ardens 
of this Lodge to deliver a twenty-minute address 
upon the antiquity of Freemasonry, I felt much 
did the Boston clergyman, who, nt a Chicago dinner, 
was asked to tnak- a five m inute speech upon the 
advance of civilization since the daw ii of < hristian- 
ity, and it is with extrem e diffidence that I offer for 
your consideration this very incomplete outline of a 
great subject. 
Rejecting much that is fabulous re 
g.irding the early history of the order of Free 
masonry, such of its members as have studied its 
annals, accept sueli facts a s seem to be authenti- 
cat-d Gy tln.se records of th ■ past that still can lie 
consulted. 
Its grand secrets are said to have lieen 
known to the ancients before the flood-it was an 
nnnonant n.irl of geom etry, one of the seven liberal 
soiim en said to have been derived from the family 
of Lvmech, the father of Tubal Cain. Its principl 
are iR-lieved to have been inscribed by a priest of 
th a t fauiilv uoon a stone pillar which survived the 
doing1*. They were taught by the Egypt ans to the 
children 
of 
Israel, who 
after 
the 
Exodus 
carried them to Palestine where they were beauti­ 
fully exemplified in the building of the Temple of 
Solomon at Jerusalem . To Joseplius, the great H e­ 
brew historian, to the traditions carefully inscribed 
ujioii parchm ent and jealously preserved am ong the 
priceless treasures of i lie great library of the Vati­ 
can and to unwritten Masonic tradition the modern 
world is indebted for such information regarding 
th • connect! >n of l he craft with that Im p -rial E li 
fi -e as is ii it revealed by the Scriptures of the Old 
Testam ent. 
A C OLO SSAL WOKK. 
Tin* view usually accepted by Masons as the near 
est approxim ation to the fact, is that 139.900 Specu­ 
lative and < iperative niAsons. besid *s workmen of 
other kinds were engaged upon the colossal w ork; 
principally of f"ur nationalities-H ebrew s. Tyrians, 
Sidonians ami Egyptians. They were divided into 
nine classes about as follows :

ram Abiff was one of the most extraordinarily gifted 
m en of his time, 
lie is said to have Im'cii the archi­ 
tect oí Tadnior, the remains of which have lieeii the 
source 
of 
so 
much 
speculation 
and 
in 
vestigation 
by 
the 
archaeologists 
of 
all 
ages, 
lie was the 
son 
of a 
widow 
of 
tbu 
tribe of Naphtali. 
His 
m other 
was a 
native 
the City of Dan, but his father was a man of Tyri 
He is spoken of by Iliram , King of Tyre, in the let 
ter w rilt n by that m onarch to King Solomon, as “ s 
cunning man endowed with understaudllig.skiilful to 
work in gold, and in silver, in brnss.in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in purple, in blue, in line linen and in 
crim son, also to grave any manner of graving and to 
11ml out any device which should he put to him .” 
V.'lien it is renieinlKTed that about fH'i.non.noO.Oon 
were expended in the construction and ornam enta­ 
tion of th at superb building, and that “ there was 
neither ham m er nor axe nor any tool of iron heard 
in the house while it was building,” some faint con­ 
ception can he formed of the almost Inspired genius 
of th at great hero of Masonic tradition, "the widow s 
son, our Grand Master, Hiram Abiff." Nor was sur­ 
passing genius his only attribute. He feared God, 
honored the King, loved his fellow-men. and was 
faithful uuto death to the great order whose solemn 
vows he had 
taken. 
It 
was 
his 
custom at 
th e 
rising 
of 
the 
sun, 
before 
beginning 
the labors of the day, to enter the Temple and 
ask the blessing of Jehovah upon his work. At high 
twelve when the craft were called from labor to 
refreshm ent he daily entered the Temple to inspect 
th e progress of the work and to draw fresh designs 
upon the Trestle Board, and after the sun had set 
in the west to return thanks for the protection of the 
day. Thus for seven years and seven m onths he 
superintended the craft until in the eighth day of the 
month. 
But. in the eleventh year of the reign of 
Eolomou. the day appointed for celebrating the 
placing of the cope stone of the Temple, retiring nt 
High Twelve to thank Jehovah for enabling him to 
finish his greatest work, he never returned alive. 
The ordeal through which lie paused, the fidelity he 
displayed, the grandeur and elevation of his soul 
are well know n to every M a s o ii who umid solemn 
ftiilness and dismal gloom, after facing the South 
has turned his thoughts towards heaven iu the awe 
inspiring ceremonies of'hisinitiation. N otone stnno 
rem ains upon another of the great structure reared 
by Israel's Anointed King to the w orship of the God of 
A braham , of Isaac and of Jacob, hut the memory 
of Its m aster builder will never fade from the minds 
of men and the nam e of Hiram Abiff is still uttered 
with reverence by every Mason and in every Ma­ 
sonic Lodge from the Orient to the Occident and 
from Iceland to the rem otest island to the Southern 
seas. 
IX TH E BRITISH MUSEUM. 
Of the m any m atters relative solely to the antiqui­ 
ty of the order, the most notable are a collection of 
Papyri, in the British Museum, in the museum at 
Berlin, anil the rem arkable discoveries made a t the 
tim e of the removal of the Egyptian Obelisk from 
A lexandria to New-York. 
The time placed at my 
disposal would not, even should your patience per­ 
m it a superficial reference to all these, and, us the 
la tte r will doubtless be most interesting, I will 
briefly speak of them. It hi'H been the universal 
custom of men, from a period of the most r* mote 
antiquity, to erect monuments and temples to the 
gods whom they worshipped. The ancient Egyp­ 
tians worshipped the Sun. That, to their minds, 
m ore nearly represented the Supreme Creator than 
did any other apprehensible object. Among the 
E gyptians the Obelisk was symbolic of the highest 
attributes of nature, generative and reproductive. 
In the XVIII. Dynasty. B. C., 1 Mil-1565, Thothmcs 
III., KiDg of Egypt, caused to be quarried in the 
Sem ite quarries ot Assouan two gigantic Obelisks, 
which he erected on the east and west sides of the 
entrance to the fam ous Temple of the Sun, a t Heli­ 
opolis. Heliopolis was then the great university of 
E gypt, where was taught theology in all its mystic 
and speculative.forms —philosophy, astronom y, ge- 
om (try, masonry, archit ct ire, and all branches of 
science then known to the world. Its College of 
Priests, with their subordinates and attendants, ac­ 
cording 
to 
a census-taker in 
the 
reign 
of 
Ramesis H I . and preserved on a papvrus in the 
British Museum, numbered 12.013, and Thermuthis 
th a t daughter of Rameses Miautnura who found 
Moses am id the bullruches that lined the banks of 
the Nile, Is said to have sent him to Heliopolis to be 
educated in preference to the great schools of Mem­ 
phis, Thebes or Sals and Pythagoras, Plato and En- 
doxas w ent there to be taught ail the learning of the 
Egyptians. W hatever then passed the scrutiny of 
th e college of learned priests at Holiopolls was prob­ 
ably approved by the greater part of the then civil, 
toed world. The precise time of the decline of the 
City is not known - doubtless its prestige began to 
fall after Cambyscs, King of Persia, swept through 
JCgyj t l*ke a plague, B. C- 525-521. Although win n 
it was visited Dy Strabo, B. C. 24, the Temple of the 
Sun was still standing to indicate the grandeur of 
its greatness. The Obelisk now in New-York was 
taken from the east entrance of the Temple and 
fle e te d in front of the Temple of the C tesen a t Al> 


livers until on October 29,18TU, was begun its re­ 
moval from Alexandria to New-York. 
CONCERNING TUB O B ELISK . 
After the obelisk was lifted from its base the mo8 
rem arkable proofs of the antiquity of Freemasonra 
discovered. I now quote from the official re­ 
port: “ The obelisk rested upon a foundation and 
three steps. The pieces forming the steps and all 
but four of those inclosed by them were of hard 
limestone of grayish white color. T hree of the four 
exceptions were syenite from the same quarry as 
the Obelisk. The other one was soft limestone en­ 
tirely free from discolorations and as purely white 
as the best C arrara maible. The foundation below 
the lower steo was composed of soft sandstone 
blocks, rough hew n and of irregular form with three 
exceptions. These three bad been carefully dressed 
atnl had figuras cut in relief on the siues. Of the 
three pieces of syenite two were carefully cut and 
had 
lieen 
polished. The 
other 
was 
rough 
and irregular, the upper part having been gouged 
by tixiis into an unnatural anil conspicuously 
uneven surface. One of the polished pieces was an 
Imperfect culie; the other was hewn to form a long 
and a short arm at right angles, sim ilar to a build 
er's square. At the junction of the lower part with 
the v. rtical faces ot the arm s, there were throe 
b"-ads of unequal dimensions, and around the lower 
edges of the sides there was n concave groove. On 
a block of hard, gray limestone adjacent was an 
iron trowel and a leail plummet. The trowel was 
firmly cemented to the surface of the stone. They 
wera not modern, and could uot have bet n placed 
wlu-re they were found after the erection of tile Ob­ 
elisk in the reign of Augustus." After removing all 
tlie pieces forming the steps, two tiers of the found 
atiou were removed. Tlit* only piece of the first tier 
that was dressed occupied the east angle. Two of 
the sides had a figure in t'eii f, extending through 
the middle, resembling a snake. At the angle of 
three sides were two spiral figures in relief, also ra­ 
mbling snakes. The upper part of the stone at 
that angle projected above the surface, and when 
the spirals met tuere was an anguiar recess below. 
The projection and recess formed a group of three 
miniature steps above the spiral, and in the face of 
the stone that was found adjacent to this one there 


w a s a diamond-shaped recess. No other m ark was 
found on any piece of that tier. Ill the tier next lie- 
low all the pieces were rough and irregularly laid, 
xeept two - one occupied by the axis of the struc­ 
ture and the one adjacent to it. One face of the 
a x i: stone had a group of lines and a group of fig­ 
ures carved on it, and another face had an arc 
if a very large circle extending across it. 
As far as 
it was possible to distinguish the groups of liues they’ 
may be divided into three parts. The upper ap- 
irad to consist of three parallel lines of unequal 
.. ..gth, the middle consisted of two parall 1 lines, 
the intervals between them divided into equal spaces 
as if to form a scale. The marked stone had one of 
its sides carefully dressed, the others being rough. 
(hi the dressed side there were two parallel grooves 
about an eighth of an inch in depth and the sauie in 
width; the upper row contained nine groups with 
three grooves in each, and the lower row five groups 
witli three grooves In each. The grooves w cie cut 
diagonally across the face of the stout" in two direc 
lions. 
Every alternate group of the upper row in 
torsected one of the loivf r row and formed with it 
nn obtuse angle. The striking similarity between 
the forms an l actual and relative positions of the 
pieces here described and those of the emblems of 
Freemasonry led to the appointment of a committee 
of Free Masous by the Grand Lodge of Egypt to ex- 
amine them ; and after discussion and deliberation 
the following conclusions were announced: "The 
polLhed cul»“ found in the east angl ■ corres 
ponds with the Masonic rerfeot Ashler. The pol 
ished square corresponds widi the emblem of that 
name. T he rough 1 docks iound in the west angle 
correspond with the Rough Ashler. 
The stone 
with figures resembling snakes is emblematic of 
wisdom. The axis stone is the Trestle Board, and 
the marked stone adjacent to it liears the Mast 
Mark. The two implements, the iron tnavel and 
lead piuniet.are also em blem atical of Free Masonry. 
The piece of soft white limestone that was found 
under the polished cube is the symbol of Purity and 
as having been placed in the centre of the 18 pieces 
forming the lower steps to designate the word of 
the eighteenth degree ’’ 


ST IL L U SED nv M ASONS. 
It is needless for me to sav to the Masons who 
largely compose this audience that objects similar 
those are list'd by the Masons and W ardens of 
this Lodgeand of every Masonic Lodge throughout 
the world to this dav. Everything which I have d 
scribed was carefully preserved, carried with the 
Ubelisk from Alexandria to New-York und in the 
presence of the officers of the Grand Lodge anil of 
the Anglo-Saxon Lodge placed beneath it a t its 
present resting place In the great pleasure ground 
of the Metropolis of the Republic. 


DATES DACK 4 , 2 » YE IRS 
It Is cot unfair to assume that the Homan arclii 
toot, 011 erecting the Obelisk before the Temple of 
the Caesars at Alexandria, placed beneath it the 
same things wliioh were put there by Thothmes 
when he first reared it before the Temple of the Sun 
at Heliopolis, and if these were the articles I have 
Just described,we have fair proof of the existence of 
Freem asonry more than 3,000 years ago; and if we 
accept the traditions of the New-York Charter and 
Archbishop Usher as an authority upon the date of 
the deluge the Order may claim to have existed for 
4,200 years. 
KINGSTON LODGE, NO. 10. 
Kingston Lodge, one of ttie old "st in America, 
celebrates to-night the one-hundredth anniversary 
of the granting of a Masonic charter in this the an­ 
cient Capital of the Commonwealth. It is not my 
province to recount to you its history, th at has been 
done by th at far more accomplished Mason than I, 
I tie Secretary of the Lodge, but without immodesty 
I may lie perm itted to say that notw ithstanding we 
ante-date the deluge we stld cultivate the great vir­ 
tues of gratitude and hospitality, and cherish a 
spirit of gallantry not unbecoming venerable ago 
MASONS AND WOMEN. 
It is rarely th at a Masonic Lodge is thrown open 
to women. Prevented by iustiperahle reasons from 
participating in the m ysterious ceremonies and 
sharing the grand secrets of the craft, they are ul 
most Invariably denied admission to its Lodg 
rooms, but set ling tradition and custom ill naught, 
the Master, W ardens und brethren of Kingston 
Ixidgc have invited them to meet us to-nignt upon 
the Level, in order ttiat when these festivities shall 
lie ended we may part with them uixui the Square. 


READ BY BEQUEST. 
Mr. Clearwater then said, bv request, that h 
would read nil interesting account of the initiation 
of ilie only woman who was ever initiated to aii the 
rights of the Third Degree as published in the offl 
eial journal which appeared in Scotland in 1Í33, as 
follows: 
UNEXPECTED NOTORIETY. 
“ An Irish woman, whose history is pretty well 
known to the Fraee Masons of the world, was Hon. 
Elizabeth St. l-eger, afterw ards Mrs. Aldwortb, but 
at the time stie achieved unexjiected notoriety, a 
maiden ot 19, with the face of an angel and the 
curiosity 
of 
a 
woman. 
In 
1733 
Lord 
Doneraue, 
the 
father of the fair Elizabeth, 
held a lodge meeting at his residence one night. The 
room the M a s o u s assembled in was undergoing re­ 
pairs at the time, and the partition dividing it irom 
another apartm ent was partly taken down. What 
remained of the wall was more than enough to fur­ 
nish concealment to the owner of a pair of pink and 
eager ears, who, with her embroidery scissor-, made 
an aperture just suited to one big blue eye. Through 
this the pretty sinner watched the proceedings, but 
as her curiosity w a s gratified, tier alarm increased, 
and. finally, becoming terrified, she made an a t­ 
tem pt to escape through the buck of the long room, 
where the meeting was being held. She successfully 
crossed ir, softly turned tbe handle of tlie door, and 
fell into the arm s of a m uscular "Tiler,’ mounted 
on guard with sword unsheathed. She shrieked 
lie swore, and 
in 
a 
m inute 
a 
crowd 
of 
furious Free Masons was buzzing about her. For 
two long hours they deliberated w hat to do with 
her, und when her being put to death was projiosoU 
nnd approved tlie unhappy little 
eavesdropper 
fainted. When she was brought to, the opt ¡on was 
given to her of submitting to the Masonic ordeal she 
bad witnessed. T Trifled by the storm she had 
raised she gladly acquiesced and was promptly in­ 
itiated into the craft of which she was the first wo­ 
man member. The secretive brethren never had 
reason to regret their decision, tor Lord Demarche's 
daughter, both liefore and after her marriage, 
proved a worthy Mason, und her generosity to the 
Masonic poor is a m atter of local pride und history 
On state occasions Mrs. Aldwortn always le.l the 
procession, wearing her insignin and upron. and at 
the iierformanees given nt the theaters, for the ben­ 
efit of Masonic schools crowds would attend for the 
sole purpose of seeing the ‘lady M ason'seated on the 
platform. The only picture that existsof her shows 
a woman of dignified carriage and resolute, clear, 
outface." 
AN ORIGINAL ODK. 
Poet Henry Abbey, of this City, rend an 
original Masonic ode.

Slate Charities Aid Association, in Kingston, 
yesterday afternoon, after officers had been 
elected, business was transacted: It was de­ 
cided that a statement of the objects of the 
society he written by the Secretary and pub­ 
lished. 
This statement, as outlined by one of 
the members, will show that the Society is 
working in the interest of dependent people 
and also of those who pav taxes—that one of 
tlie objects is to see that County institutions 
are wisely und properly managed. 
During the meeting a suggestion was made 
whether it would Dot he wiser to cultivate 
more cordial relatious with those interested 
in the new Insane Asylum, as they had, per 
haps, become somewhat irritated by the op 
position made by tlie Society. 
One of the 
members remarked that she thought that no 
harm liad been done by the Society, some 
good 
had 
doubtless come 
from 
it iu 
this respect, and that certainly they had an 
interesting and cordial meeting at the Coun­ 
ty building. 
The question of out-of-door relief was dis 
cussed and tlie care that should he exercised 
iu regard to this delicate brunch of the work. 
A member told of his experience when lie 
was Alms Commissioner. 
It was stated that 
out-of-door relief in other places hat! been 
found nn injury instead of a benefit. 
Tlie 
rule seemed to apply that a family ouce 
helped was to he id ways helped. 
If coal was 
provided for one family, the one living next 
door considered they had a right to it. 
On 
motion, the President was requested to ap­ 
point James G. Lindsloy at the head of the 
out-of-door Relief Committee. 
Meraliers spoke with pleasure of the good 
done by the Society in urging upon the Ul­ 
ster County Supervisors the necessity of en­ 
larging tbe County Jail building iu order to 
have separate places for the confinement of 
women and minors, that improvement having 
been made at the urgent solicitation of the 
Society. 
The Society adjourned to meet the first 
Friday in February.

“ A week or so ago, while seated in the 
reading-room of a hotel iu th¡3 City, engaged 
in conversation with a friend, w ho was jot­ 
ting down a portion of our conversation in a 
small memorandum hook, I noticed a gentle­ 
man, who occupied a chair near the writing 
desk, immediately facing us, who seemed to he 
watching every movement made by my friend. 
Suddenly the stranger sprang from his chair 
and advanced a step or two toward us, at the 
same time raising his left hand, on which I 
noticed a peculiai scar hi the shape of a 
cross 
on 
the 
back 
of 
his 
hand. 
I 
called 
my 
friend’s 
attention 
to 
the stranger. My friend, to my astonishment, 
sprang from his chuir and faced the stranger. 
After looking ot each other in mutual astou 
Kliment they advanced, clasped hands and 
exclaimed: ‘Is it possible.’ Tears coursed 
down their cheeks. 
Thev locked arms and 
passed out of the hotel, much to the astonish­ 
ment of a number of people who saw the un­ 
usual proceedings.” 
“ A day or two after I met my friend and 
inquired the cause of the scene narrated. 
He 
related the following remarkable story:” 


A REMARKABLE STORY. 
“ ‘ The gentleman whom you saw me greet 
is an ex-Confederate soldier, 
in order to 
make you fully understand why I, who as 
you know, fought in the Union Army, was 
so affected by the meeting, I will be obliged 
to tell you first that lie is a uative of Charles 
ton, S. C.. ami that our acquaintance dates 
back to the time when we were school hoys 
and ho was attending a military academy in 
this State, nnd that we were inseparable. Our 
vacations were spent alternately at the homes 
of our parents. 
We left school and corres­ 
ponded fora while, but eventually we stopped 
writing and lost track of one another. I did not 
see him for several years and would not luive 
known him then had it not been for that scar 
you saw on his hand, and which he received 
while trying to save me from tiic attack of 
mad dog, while wc were attending school. 
The war came, and 1 enlisted in a New-York 
Regiment. 
I served one year, re-enlisted, 
went to the front, was taken prisoner and 
placed in Libby Prison. 
I was not kept 
long 
in 
Libby 
and 
was 
transferred 
to Andersonville. 
W hen I left home 1 took 
wit!» me the same memorandum book that von 
saw the other evening and which the gentle 
man recognized by its cover. 
Tlie hook was 
a present from my mother and is so con­ 
structed that the old leaves can he taken out 
and new ones placed in it, thus you see it 
can l>e used for years. 
The cover is beau 
tifully inlaid and on the reverse side is a 
picture of my mother. 
Mv friend and 1 had 
often used this hook, nnd during our school 
days it could have told some queer tales of 
our boyish troubles and love affairs. 
Durim 
my prison life it was a great comfort to me 
us I had been fortuuatc enough to hide i 
when everything else was taken from me 
One day, after I had been in Andersonville 
Prison about two months, I was lying on the 
ground, for 1 was too weak to stand, ant 
while looking at my mother’s piclute, I fell 
asleep. 
When I awoke the hook was gone 
1 searched in vain for it. 
About that time 
my sufferings were terrible. 
I never shall 
forget 
the 
agony 
of 
mind and 
body 
I suffered. 
Indeed 
my sufferings were 
so intense that I had made up my mind 
to crawl across the dead-line and end it all 
I 
remember 
I 
had 
picked 
out 
the 
sentry, 
who 
I 
was determined should 
shoot 
me. 
lie 
was 
a 
young 
man 
with a handsome face and fine figure and 
seemed to sympathize with us poor fellows 
I had often seen him throw a hit of tobacco 
to us, when he got a favorable opportunity 
I had watched him pace back und forth on 
his heat. 
Many a time 1 had gone over the 
details of the shooting, in my mind,nnd seem 
cd to enjoy thinking how 1 should crawl to 
the dead line and rise up and bare ray breast 
for the fatal shot. 
A few days after tlie dis 
appearance of my book, as 1 awoke from 
dream of home, I saw the sentry look can 
tiously around and then quickly hold up his 
left hand and as quickly drop it to his side 
This he repeated a number of times. 
I could 
make nothing of it at first, for to tel) Uk 
truth my mind had become so shattered that 
it was with the utmost effort that I could con 
Iinue one line of thought for any lengtli of 
time. 
After he hail repeated the action 
number of times I noticed on one of his 
hands a blood red scar, and all at once 
flashed across my mind where I had seen that 
scar before. 
It wus a long time, however, he 
fore my feeble intellect grasped the knowl 
edge, and when 1 looked again my friend had 
been relieved and another soldier had taken 
his place. 
All that night I lay thinking 
how 
it 
would 
alt turn out, wonderin 
if lie could help me in any way. 
I was 
positive that he was my school hoy frieni 
and that sear was the one lie received while 
defending me from the mad dog years ago 
I wish I could convey to you some idea of 
the joy that that recognition gave me, hut th 
is an impossibility. But then again came the 
thought, what can he do for me ? He is only 
a private, a Confederate,and, like ail the rest 
has no heart, and no feeling. Could it he pos 
sihle that he would leave me ’here to die ? 
wus convinced that he would find some means 
for my deliverance. 
So. from hope to fear 
lay trembling and praying until day-light 
when I decided I would see him again. 
At 
about 8 o’clock the next morning he came 
hut he neither looked at me nor raised his 
hand. 
'W hy did he turn from me and draw 
his hat over Ids eyes, as if to shut out the 
very sight of me ? ’ I cried. I could stand 
it no longer. 
Hope had lied. 
1 crawled to 
the dead-line, having fully determined to die 
by his hand. 
’ One more move and I will he 
ovpr,’ I said. I paused for him to turn and 
face toward me. That moment was freighted 
with thoughts of home. 
One instant more 
and all my sufferings would be over. 
I rose 
up on my hands nnd knees and hared my 
breast. 
Just then the soldier tftrned. and in 
cry of horror said : 
' W ill ! Will I for 


m urh time to think before 1 was picked up by a 
colored man and carried to a little ravine and 
told to lie very quiet until night. 
AH that 
j 
day 1 lay motionless and alone, but just as I 
darkness was coming on I heard some one 
approaching. 
It proved to ha my friend. 
Cautiously he peered into the hushes, and 
seeing I was about to speak he whispered: 
' Not a word, Will. 
Here, drink this.’ 
He 
placed a bottle, containing diluted whiskey, 
to my parched lips. 
How it revived me! 
After a little my frieud told me how lie liad 
recognized the memorandum book one day, 
and how lie 
finally managed to take it 
while I slept; how he had removed the pic­ 
ture, and written tlie letter in the place made 
vacant, knowing I would look for the picture 
first, and not finding it would see the letter; 
how Le feared I would die before he could 
effect my escape, and so lie had made himse'f 
known to me in the manner described; how 
lie feared I would betray him in my weak state, 
and how his heart bled for all the poor fellow s 
n the horrible place. 
Then after leaving me 
some medicine and food, with a word of cau­ 
tion, lie left me, telling me I would he cared 
for in a short time, 
flow 1 enjoyed myself 
that day! How I drank the water in the can­ 
teen and ate the bread' 
How strong I seem- 
d to feel, and above all how 1 prayed and 
thanked God for my deliverance. About mid­ 
night my ftiend came and carried me to 
the 
house 
of an 
old 
colored 
nitra, 
who, hy-the-way, is living in this City, to­ 
day. 
tie put me in the nttic and made u»e 
as comfortable as possible. 
My friend came 
to see me as often as he could. 
I stayed there 
two months, and all that time tlie colored 
man nursed me by stealth. At the expiration 
of tlmt time I was strong enough to make an 
attempt to escape. My friend procured a suit 
of Confedérate gray, and, disguised in this, 
and with the help of a letter from the Doc­ 
tor, I eventually reached our lines and joined 
my Regiment. 
I did not hear from my 
frieud for a year or so after my escape, and 
then I heard that lie had been shot while try­ 
ing to help some prisoners to escape. 
You 
can imagine mv astonishment when, the other 
evening, as you saw, I recognized tlie gentle­ 
man sitting near us, not by his features, but 
by that blood-red scar. 
He did not recog­ 
nize me either by my face, hut by the memo­ 
randum book in which I was writing at the 
tim e.”

In a short time Í was able to tbiuk more 
clearly. 
The next morning the detail came, 
and as I kept very still among a number of 
dead men, I was picked up and placed in the 
cart, my friend placing a board over me for 
protection, and also taking the precaution to 
place me so I could get out. 
Stooping over 
the side of the wagon he whispered: ’ When 
you are outside and feel some one pulling 
on your leg crawl out and drop,’ and with a 
word or two of caution he left. 
I could feel 
the iolting of the cart as It passed out of the 
stockade. 
In a short time I felt a vigorous 
tuggingon my leg, nnd craw lingto the end of 
the cart, I let myself fall out. It was fortunate 
for me that I struck on something soft, other­ 
wise in my weak state, even that short drop 
yyould have killed me.

Court Room had been drawn thither because 
it had been bruited about that the case would 
prove exciting. 
They were not disappointed 
Lawyer William D. Brinnier.who is a party 
to the dra’t transaetion, was called to the 
witness stand, 
llis evidence referred to the 
manner in which Cooney became possessei 
nf the«drnft. 
Brinnier’s statement that Mrs 
Cooney signed lie r name to the paper thus: 
Her 
Mrs. M argaret X Cooney. 
Mark. 
excited the ire of Cooney. 
He said she was 
a great deat (leal better than some people who 
were capable of writing their own names 
nnd muttered something to tlie effect that 
witness had perjured himself. 
The Recorder, who was busy taking testi 
mony, did not hear the remark, hut Brinnier 
did, and lie angrily exclaimed: “ W hat’s 
that? don’t say that again.” 
“ I will if the 
law will allow me,” responded Cooney. 
At. 
this juncture Hie Recorder arose and said 
that he would not allow such proceedings to 
he enacted within the precincts of the Court, 
and further stated that the witness was enti­ 
led to the protection of the Court from 'the 
attacks of the defendant, and that such pro­ 
tection would he afforded him.

Academy of Music, this City, last night, by 
the announcement that a lecture entitled 
Declaration of the Principles of the Knights 
of Labor” would he delivered, by Ralph 
Beaumont. 
The speaker is at present a resi­ 
dent of Utica, N. Y. 
He was introduced to 
the audience by A. W. Hoffman, one of the 
officers of one of the Local Assemblies of the 
Knights of Lalior in this City. 
Mr. Beau­ 
mont is an Irish-American and is possessed of 
oratorical powers. 
To put it plainly, like 
many other men of the same lineage, he is 
largely endowed with the “ gift of gab, 
aud 
is 
warm-hearted 
aud 
impulsive. 
He 
visited 
this 
City 
eight 
years 
ago, when lie made a speech from the “ old 
stone steps” of the Mansion House,Rondout, 
under the auspices of tlie Greenhackers,^ of 
whom there were then several in Ibis City. 
Mr. Beaumont talked for more than two 
hours last night. 
The speaker was frequent­ 
ly applauded aud his remarks were given 
close attention. 
A DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 
In opening his lecture Mr. Beaumont said : 
“ Everv party of m enor women who ever 
started to promote aud bring forth a reform 
always put fortli a declaration of principles. 
* * * 
I shall discuss the principles of the 
party or organization I represent plank by 
plank, first reading a plank, explaining why 
we put it in, the causes that led us to do it 
and what we expect to accomplish by having 
tbe same enacted into the law of the laud. 
WORTH AND WEALTH. 
Tlie first plank explained was “ to make in­ 
dustrial and moral worth, not wealth, the 
true standard of industrial and National 
greatness." 
In explaining the plank in refer­ 
ence “ to securing to wage-workers the full 
enjoyment of the wealth they create,” etc., 
the speaker told tlie history of Cornelius Van­ 
derbilt. 
CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
After explaining the plank in reference to 
a Bureau of Labor Statistics, the speaker 
took up the “ public lands plank,” always a 
favorite subject with Green backers, and gave 
the history of the building of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad and the Credit Mobilier scheme. 
In speaking of the plank which he called 
“ the abrogation of all laws that do not bear 
equally upon capital aud labor, and the re­ 
moval of unjust technicalities, delays and 
discriminations in the administration of jus­ 
tice,” the speaker illustrated his remarks with 
witty stories.

The explanation of the plank “ T hat the 
Gdvernment shall obtain possession, under 
the right of eminent domain, of all tele­ 
graphs, telephones and railroads, and that 
hereafter no charter or license he issued to 
any corporation for construction or operation 
of any means of transporting intelligence, 
passengers and freight,” was interesting, and 
tlie audience appeared pleased with the ar­ 
rangements for mail and telegraph service as 
depicted by the speaker. 
The plank “ to se­ 
cure for both sexes equal pay for equal 
work,” as elucidated by the speaker, was 
warmly applauded. 
Tlie plank in relation 
to interest bearing bonds, etc., was dwelt 
upon at length, as the issue of bonds by the 
Government lias always been a fruitful sub­ 
ject for Grecnbuckers and labor agitators.

It is estimated that the Friends re- 
allied about $250,000 by the swindle.

search is being made to* >frs. Friend in the 
W est, in the hope that she will dtaalose the 
process by which the refined sugar was im­ 
proved.

THE SURPLUS. 


Secretary Fairchild succeeded in his annual 
repent, by computing Hie reserve for the sink 
log fund as surplusage, in making a show of 
a surplus for 1889 of about $104,000,000. But 
the United States Treasurer lias written up 
the accounts of the nation for the past year, 
aud he finds that the exact surplus on the 31st 
of December was $60,638,964. 
This is the 
condition that confronts us at the opening of 
1889. 
One year ago, on the same date, Hie 
surplus was $09,841,879.

More than this, not a line of legis 
lation looking to n reduction of the revenues 
has lieen enacted into law.

In operation for year* still existed when Mr. 
Cleveland penned his free trade message, and 
have continued in full force and operation 
ever since. 
But has there been any ai cunni 
bilio*? Not a dollar. 
Un the contrary the 
surplus has fallen off. 
it was $9,Sift,615 less 
on the list of December, I HRH, Ilian it was 
ou tin* sane date in 1887.

got to mention it ut the banquet in Boston of 
the tariff reformed, and Mr. Cleveland over­ 
looked tile matter entirely in his long letter. 
When there was usurping, the free trailers 
insisted that the w ay to reduce it was by the 
abolition of protect iv* duties. 
Now that it 
is gone they still insist that the protective 
dutii*s must Is* removed in order to prevent 
the treasury from tilling up again. 
When a 
huge deficiency appears, they w ill again call 
for a lowering of duties, in order that im­ 
portation may lie stimulated and the national 
exchequer replenished.

Journal as fo llo w s :

are required to travel 50 miles to cast their ballots. 
This is an extrem e esse, hut then- an- mas)- others 
in which the distance is at leust half os great. 
Citizens who trav, I so many miles over rouib high 
ways m ake sarriMces to fulfl I a duly. 
If that duty 
wen-mad.* doubly hard by requiring two tri|<«, in 
stead of our. the voters would have an excuse for 
avoiding it entirely. 
The Journal thinks Mr Linton introduced 
tiiis bill as a measure of revenge upon the 
farmers of the state for defeating Mr C'lfve- 
land. 
We do not believe the Senator ever 
Ii ti bored such a thought. 
It is only a cue 
of over zeal, a truit characteristic of a good 
many men who art* eager to get to the froDt 
when any new demand for reform Is started. 
A similar case was that of ex Senator Pen­ 
dleton, who tried to lead his party iii the path 
of civil service reform. 
The Republicans in 
(lie Legislature will make short work of the 
Linson hill. 
They w ill never consent to put 
insurmountable obstacles in Hie path of any 
voter. 


ANOTHER OF HILL'S BLUNDERS. 


Gov. Hill in Ins message cited the new 
Massachusetts election law as containing 
niauy features that met his approval. 
Ile 
laid a good deal of emphasis on his own as 
Hellion that this law “ has omitted all pro 
visions requiring the marking or identifies 
lion of ballots (except in the case of illiterate 
electors).” 
On this statement he is tripod 
by the Boston Poet, the leading Democratic 
newspajier of New Bogland. 
The Port says 
the Governor's objections to Hic Maxton hill 
arc “ with hardly an exception ridiculous.' 
Aud then it quotes this provision from the 
Massachusetts law : 


On the t>ack and outside, when folded, shall tx* 
printed, "U d M ll LUM fur.” followed by the d e s t ­ 
itution of tho j* ii Ii ii|f pl.us- for which the ballot is 
prepared, tin- dal** of the election, aud a fac simile 
of the signature of the secretary of the com mon­ 
wealth or city d er* vt ho ha* ex us, si tho ballot to be 
pnntcd. 
It is unnecessary to characterize such a 
blunder as this 
The rebuke of the Boston 
P a t will suffice. 
But when the Governor 
come* to write another veto of tile Saxton 
bill, it is to be hoped that he w ill not again 
drag in Hie Masssat husetts law to sustain his 
position. 
We trust that he1 has received a 
copy of lite Boston Port, and is thoroughly 
informed of his error. 


A LONG WA Y AROUND. 


Gov. Mill bas evidently an eye on the 
United blate* Senate, but pro (loses to get 
there via. the Presidency. 
He hopes to he 
elected in 1892 for a terra of six years, which 
would laud him in the Senate as an tx officio 
member in 1899 if the constitutional amend­ 
ment which he propose* should be adopted. 
The old route would possibly bring him to 
the same destination in 1897. thus: There is 
to beau " enumeration " in 1895. an appor­ 
tionment of the Legislature iu 1896, and an 
election of Assemblymen on that apportion 
ment in the fall of the same year. 
The men 
thus elected would vole for the auccesaor of 
the man who is to succeed Hon. Wm. M. 
Evarts in 1891, and the Senator thus elected 
would begin his term on the 4th of March, 
1897, 
This would give him two years the 
start of the man who slides into the Senate 
through the Presidency on the Governor’s 
plan of fixiug over the constitution. 
And be 
would bare the satisfaction of being chosen 
aa a tire representative, instead of going in aa 
tm ex-Presidential deadhead. 
However, the 
prospect of the election of a Democrat in 
1H37 la ppt yet exactly clear. 
The old Sea- 
t'jf elected in 1893 would hold over, aud 
would of course be Republican. 
Besides, if 
county should maintain its 
present 
teodeocj toward* Republicanism,its Boards of 


Supervisors would come under the control of 
Hist party long before 1896, and an nppor 
tionment of Assembly districts made by such 
a Board would cause changes enough to pre­ 
vent any Democratic gain in the Assembly. 
The Governor probably perceives that the 
chance by either of the two routes is about 
equal. 
And then there is one fact that he has ap 
pareutly lost sight of. 
The Legislature of 
tile state of New York lias not tile authority 
to amend the constitution of the United 
States. 


P U B L IC O P IN IO N . 


Governor Hill is strongly in favor of re 
form in elections, hut strongly opposed to 
any change in the laws that will effect it.— 
Providence Journal.

New-York, Jan. 5.—The story concern 
In? ‘.he Electric Sugar Ilefiuing Company 
printed in The Freem an, of Friday even 
in?.

The Tim a furnishes the de 
tails, us follows: 
The Electric Sugar Refining Company 
with headquarters at 69 Wall street, has come 
to grief. 
Its shares, when sold at all, brin 
ouly nominal prices. 
Its stockholders are in 
doubt whether or not their investments are 
completely wiped out. 
Its President is in 
Michigan trying, his friends assert, to do 
something to save the Company, while the 
officers remaining in New York Citv deciare 
that they have lx-cn defrauded. Outside of Hie 
Company’s office, among sugar men and the 
general Wall-strcet public, the verdict is 
stronger. 
“ A second Keely motor” is the 
way it is popularly put. 
Up to Thursday the Company seemed on 
the top wave of prosperity. 
Then, all of a 
Midden,its shares fell from TSO to €12 or £15 
on the London markets, where nearly all the 
trading in them was done. 
The Englishmen 
hail captured a vast majority of Hie distrih 
uted slock, aud had clung to it at fancy 
prices, but they couldn’t hold it up in the 
face of cablegrams floin the New York of­ 
fice of the Company, in which the chilly lid 
ings were set forth that tile corporation had 
been defrauded. 
It had been formed to develop and utilize 
a secret process to refine sugar by the use of 
electricity. 
The process, a secret one, was 
to In* turned over lo the Company by Inc in 
ventoi, Professor Henry C. Freund, a Her 
man chemist, or by bis heirs, in case of his 
death, before certain conditions bad been ful­ 
filled. 
These conditions were just on the 
point of being realized; the Company stood 
ready to receive the great secret. This the Eng­ 
lish stockholders knew, but instead of news 
of the completion of the deal, they received 
from the company’s office an announcement 
that fraud had been perpetrated, either by 
Freund pretending to have discovered the 
secret process, or by Hie withholding of the 
lienetits of the working of the process. 
” In any event,” came the news—and yes­ 
terday tin* officers repealed it for the sake of 
the New-York public—” they now know that 
that has been done by Freund aud ins wife, 
ber mother aud her stepfather—the only per­ 
sons who ever knew the ‘ secret ’—is that all 
they have conveyed relined sugar secretly in 
to Hie factory, manipulated or ‘ treated’ it in 
some fashion, so as to alter its appearance and 
character, but actually improving its quality 
in some slight degree, aud then showing 
this product as actually relined from raw 
sugar.” 
It was added that the discovery was made 
by chance. 
This “chance” came aland in a 
peculiar manner. 
Freund having died shout 
a year ago, the secret was now in the possess 
ion of his widow, certain persons alto, how 
ever, including her stepfather and her mother, 
NY'. E. Howard and his wife, and two other 
relatives. Augustus and George Waisted.being 
believed to know something of it. 
It had 
been contracted that as soon as the Company 
was prepared to cany on Hie work on a tea 
sodalite si ale for a consideration of $75.(X)(), 
Mrs. Freund was to turn over the secret pro 
cess completely described iii writing. 
She 
and all her people now live in Wilson, Midi., 
and on Monday, President William ll. Cot- 
terill went there to complete the negotiations. 
The story of his mission as told here is as fob 
lows ; 
Ylrs. Freund wanted $5,000 cash before 
aile revealed the great secret. 
To this Cotter 
ill demurred, aud asked : 
“ Is your process one by which raw sugurs 
are made directly into refined sugars V 
No answer was returned, hut through her 
lawyers, Messrs. Sawyer JC Knowlton,of Ami 
Artior, she asked In turn : 
Will a process that will manipulate and 
improve refined sugar be of any value to 
you ?” 
Much a process was not what w as wanted 
aud Cotlerill came hack to New York City. 
On Wednesday,accompanied by J. A. Rob 
prison,Secretary of the Company,and Lawson 
N. Fuller, one of the Trustees, lie went to 
the refinery in Hamilton Avenue, Brooklyn. 
w hich the Company had bought, and where 
some of the latest tests had been made. 
The 
guard on duty,known only as “Jerry” to his 
employers,at first refused them entrance, but 
at last jicicled. 
They made their way into 
the secret ch:irnl>er, and there found, it is un 
derstood, nothing to reveal the nature of the 
mvstery. 
There 
were, 
however, 
oilier 
things which indicated that there had been 
no mvstery at all. a bopper of brass and cop­ 
ier, tin covered tables, mallets, axes, ham­ 
mers, barrels of chemical refined sugar, and 
a quantity of raw sugar very like that brought 
over now and then to la* turned into the re­ 
fined article by the secret process Mr. Fuller 
was not inclined lo say much yesterday almut 
thc*e discoveries. 
IU* admitted, however, 
that there was a total lack of secret madrid- 


Un Thursday a second visit w as made to the 
refinery, and another closed room just under 
the first was broken Into. 
It was a mysteri 
ohs sort of place, plated with sheet iron, hut 
its contents appere J to be limited to a act of 
sieves, which had been used to separate the 
various forms of the product. 
That afternoon President Cotterijl uguin 
startl'd on a trip to Michigan. 
It was re­ 
ported that lie intended to caure the arrest, 
late yesterday afternoon, of all people who 
had W o iii any way concerned in the work­ 
ing of the secret process. 
*< Jf there has been any fraud,” said Air. 
Fuller, 
we’H have to seek redress from the 
Freunds, who have got money, and if we find 
frauds we’ll railroad them through, sure.” 
It is i bout four years since Professor 
Freund startled the sugar trade by announc­ 
ing that he had discovered a new process of 
electrical relining, by which sugar could he 
refined at a cost of $12 less per toil than the 
usual methods. 
His »ecret was carefully 
guarded, but he gave many exhibitions or so­ 
called “ tests.” 
The first, at his own house in 
this City, was a samp’e of all. 
Half a dozen dealers and brokers were pres­ 
ent and brought with them a keg of raw 
sugar. 
They were taken into a room, in the 
centre of which stood a table covered with a 
cloth upon which rested some machinery. 
They were allowed U» Slimline everything in 
the room. but were prohibited from meddling 
w itll the table cloth. 
That covered the secret 
part of the process, it was explained. 
A 
thorough search of the apartment failed to 
discover any refined sugar, or any way by 
which it could be brought In. 
Then tile vial 
tora were rcqucated to retire, leaving their 
raw sugar iii the room with the inventor. 
They heard the whirr of machinery and soon 
a little relined sugar was passed out through 
the door. 
More followed until all the raw 
sugar appear^ 10 he used up. 
Again the 
room was cxandu* d without revealing any­ 
thing suspicious. Certainly, all the raw sugar 
had disappeared. 
Moreover, the refined sugar Freund pro­ 
ducts! was superior in quality and beauty to 
anything of the kind ever known before. 
Nolbiog like it, so far aa is known, bas ever 
bec a 
pfoduepd 
by anybody 
else, and, 
although it is bow believed to have been made 
by a chemical process, gt the tjoje it made a 
great sensation. 
Other “ test*" followed and the Electric! 
Sugar Refilling Company was formed, with a 
capital of $1,000,000. 
Freund was given 
control and his widow now holds, it is stated 
officially, 8,250 sharea out of 10,000. 
About 
1,000 more are still in the treasury of the 
Company and are owned by the promoters. 
Perhaps 800 w 400 shares were taken in New- 
York City and Philadelphia, and the bal­ 
ance 
8.000—w#flt abroad. 
The En’ ^hmen malled for them, that is, 
the English re ii .VT* did. 
A great many pf 
them had suffered wl^n en trlfugal* were Im 
traduced and they didn’t w an to be left 
again. 
So. without waiting to F & whether 
or not the new scheme was a good one ,tbejr 
took the shares, hedging, a* it * eT*< and 
casting aa anchor to wind ward. 
If the new 
process worked well they were lure to ho pp 


the ground floor. 
If they failed, they were 
not out very much. 
So reasoned the En­ 
glishmen. and it is said that there is not a re­ 
finer in Great Britain who has not some of the 
stock. 
Fancy prices were paid. 
One trans­ 
action was at £125 per share, or $625 for a 
$100 certificate 
No dealings were below 
$200, it is claimed, and the average price was 
between $300 and $400. 
Once organize I, the Company got to work 
promptly. The building iu Hamilton-avenue, 
Brooklyn, known as the old Atlantic Flour 
Mills, was secured for a refinery and fitted 
up. 
Freund was given money to purchase 
machinery. 
Altogether Mr. Fuller, yester­ 
day, estimated the amount expended under 
that head at about $180,000, with a total ex 
penditure, including that for buildings and 
other matters, of about $350,000. 
The new 
machinery was not exhibited. 
It came in 
heavy boxes, which no profane eye was al­ 
lowed to explore, and w as carefully borne in­ 
to tile secret rooms in the establishment.! 
There is now a painfully suspicious I'eliefl 
pretty generally held, that instead of comply 
cater! mechanisms, these heavy boxes con­ 
tained quantities of the very choice grade of 
refined sugar, which the inventor only knew 
how to produce. 
Tests were carried on from time to time 
even after Freund’s death. All the old se 
crecy w as preserved, but the results were just 
as wonderful as ever. 
Raw sugar would lie 
taken to the refinery, disappear iii tile secret 
rooms, and soon the 
splendid 
article of 
the finished product would appear, while the 
building resounded with what appeared to be 
the sounds of machinery. 
Early this month 
a statement was published in the circular of 
Willett A Hamlet), sujjar broken, that De 
cern her 3 and 4 Mr. Willett had been present 
at experiments at which over 20,000 pounds 
of raw sugar bud been used in the secret 
room. 
In the circular of yesterday the firm 
says:

“ The development of the electric process 
has come much earlier in 1889 than antic! 
pated and iii n w ay quits the opposite of our 
anticipations. 
In what we have previously 
published we have confined ourselves to just 
what we saw and heard, but in the matter of 
confidence in the remits we must say that we 
have Uen grossly deceived. 
From develop­ 
ments soon coming lo light it appears evident 
that a fraud has been perpetrated, the extent 
of which w ill no doubt soon be made known.” 
But in spite of all the glittering prospects 
of the new method the sugnr making people 
were not as worried as they might Iinve been. 
In fact, while the new company probably 
did cut down the quotations intrust shares, 
the trust itself appeared to be easy in mind. 
Two months ago one of its members said that 
it believed it had nothing to fear from the 
new rival. The loug delay after the early 
tests did a go<xl deal, too, to shake the trade’s 
confidence in the scheme, and “ I told you 
so’* ” were numerous yesterday. 
For the Company’s officers Mr. Fuller said, 
yesterday, thai they had by no means given 
up hope. 
They thought it quite likely that 
Mrs Fiuend was retaining a valuable secret 
and hoped that, at the worst, she would Ik.* 
able to tell ho\w the extra (inc refined sugar 
was made. 
Possession of such kiiowle Ije 
would be a great help to the Comps ny. 
I Another hope is given by the fact that Mrs. 
Freund lins manifested, so fur as is known, 
no desire to unload her holdings of the stock, 
although she must have had a number of op 
portunities to do so. 
Unless there Ls some­ 
thing of value in tile know ledge she possesses, 
she would, it is argued, have been only too 
willing to m il out at the first opportunity. 
But even while expressing such hopes, the 
officers arc not confident in their talk, mid 
say that very much depends upon the success 
of Mr. Cotterill’s operations in the West. 
Estimates of the loss likely to be caused by 
the Company’s trouble vary a good deal, hut 
there is no question that the Englishmen will 
catch ucarly all of it. 
All of the million del 
lur capital is classed as paid up, hut tin* 5,000 
or 6,000 shares held by the* Freund interest 
and the promoters, of course, do not repre­ 
sent any cash paid in. 
Most of the few 
hundred shares held In this ncighliorli*N>d 
were probably taken originally at or very lit­ 
tle above par, and, if handled since, have 
la*en dealt in as a pure speculation. 
As it is 
understood that in a good many cases present 
holders have Ism speculatirs who have made 
money out ut the stock, it is likely that most 
of them will find the account about balanced 
up. 
According to the officers’ statements, 
the blocks held in this country are nearly all 
small, and the stock is well scattered among 
sugar men in New-Y’ork City and Philadel­ 
phia. President Colterill,Accretaly Robertson 
and oilier officers are said to have fair holdings. 
Lawson N. Fuller says he hasn’t much, aud 
the rest is divided up among the trade. 
Tile Englishmen's loss will result princi­ 
pally from the number of prices they paid 
for tile shares, but they are iii some valuable 
experience.

heniite quarries of Assouan two ligand* Ota-lisk* 
which Le e m t si on the east and west side* of the 
entrance to the famous Temple of the Hun, at Hell 
quod*. Heliopolis was I lien the great university of 
Key pi. where wa* taught theology in all ita mystic 
ana npeculative.fonn* -philosophy, astronomy, ge­ 
om -try, masonry, archit ct ire, and all branchi-* of 
science then known to die world. IU College of 
Priests, with their subordinate* and attendant*, ac

Although whi n 
It was vin ted ny Strabo, B. C 24, the Temple of the 
Sun wa* still standing to indicate the grandeur of 
IU greatness. The Obelisk now in New-York was 
taken from the east entrance of the Temple aud 
greeted in frost of Mw Temple of the Quean at Ah 
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exandria by Pontius*, architect, In the eighteenth 
year of A u g u r s Caesar, B. C. 22. The Temple of 
the Cmaarg, a t Alexandria, was o re of tho most Im 
posing structures ot that voluptuous city. 
It was 
a monum ent to the power and pride of im perial 
Rome; it was surrounded by a sacred grove: it was 
adorned with colonades ami enriched w itll priceless 
paintings and sculpture* and attached to it was a 
library rs-s.irted to by the greatest scholars of the 
tim e; aud here iii the pride and insolence of their 
might tho Roman E m peror caused divine honors to

York Obelisk and its companion now standing upon 
the em bankm ent of the Thames in London, were 
popularly spoken of us Cleopatra'* needle*.

mained w here It was placed by the Roman engi­ 
neer* until on Oct oiler 2.1,18*2, wa* hcgun it* re­ 
moval from Al -xanJria to New-York.

After the obelisk was lifted from its base the mo1 
remarkable proofs of the antiquity of Kreeniaaonr-

but four of those Indowed by them were of hard 
limestone of gray i-sli v. Ute color 
I bret) of the four 
exceptions were syenite from tho same quarry as 
the Obcltak. Th.-other one was soft limestone en 
rifely free from discolorations and as purely white 
as the best Carrara mat hie. The foundation indow 
the lower st-'U was composed of soft sin,lstoue 
blocks, rough hewn and of irregular form with three 
©xccpUona. Thew three had been carefully dressed 
mid iia.1 figures cut iii relief on the sloes. Of the 
three piece* of syenite two were carefully cut and

small memorandum book, I noticed a gentle 
man, who occupied a chair near the w riting 
desk, immediately facing us.who seemed lobe 
watching every movement made by my friend 
Suddenly tile stranger sprang from iii* chair 
and advanced a step or two toward us, at Hie 
same time raising hi* left hand, on which I 
noticed a peed!int scar hi tho shape of a

the stranger. My friend, to my astonishment, 
sprang from hi* chair amt faced Hic stranger 
Atter looking at each other in mutual astoti 
Kliment they advanced, clasped hand* and 
exclaimed; ‘Is it possible.’

passed out of the botel, much to the astonish 
ment of a number of people who saw the uu 
usual proceedings.” 
" A day or two after I met my friend and 
inquired the cause of the scene narrated.

related the following remarkable story:” 
A REMARKABLE STORY. 
“ ' The gentleman whom you saw me greet 
is an tx-Uonfederate soldier. 
Iii order to 
make you fully understand why I, who a* 
you know, fought in the Union Army, was 
so affected by the meeting, I will be obliged 
to tell you first that lie is a native ot Charles 
ton. 8 . C.. and that our acquaintance date 
back to the time w hen we were school boys 
aud bu was attending ii military ncademv in 
this State, nnd thut we were inseparable. Our 
vacations were spent alternately at the homes 
of our parents. 
We left school and correl 
ponded fora while, hut eventually we stopped 
writingnnd Ion! track of ooeniiother. I did not 
t-c him for several years and would not have 
known him then had it not been for that scar 
you saw on his hand, nnd which be received 
while trying to save me from the attack of n 
mad dog, while we weft* attending school 
The war came, and I enlisted in a New York 
Regiment. 
I served one year. re enlisted, 
went to the front, wa* taken prisoner and 
placed in Libby Prison. 
I w as not kept 
long 
in 
Libby 
and 
was 
transferred 
to Andersonville. 
When I left home I took 
with me the -aine memorandum lu ik that von 
raw the other evening anil which the genii* 
man recognized by ii* cover. 
The book wan 
a present from my mother and is so iou 
strutted that the old leaves can he taken out 
and new om s placed lo it, thus you see it 
eau Ik* u.-ed for year*. 
The cover is beau 
tffully inlaid nnd on the reverse side is 
picture of my mother. 
Mv frien I and I had 
often used this I look, and during our school 
day* it could have told some queer tales of 
our Urn lab troubles aud love affairs.

my prison life it was a great comfort to me, 
a* I had been fortunate enough to hide it 
when everything else was taken from me. 
One day, after I had been iii Andersonville 
Prison nbout two months, I was lying on tin 
ground, for I was too weak to stand, find 
while looking at my mother's picture, I fell 
asleep. 
When I awoke the book wa* gone. 
I searched In vain for it.

About 400 people were attracted to the 
Academy of Music, this City, last night, b) 
the announcement that a lecture entitled 
" Declaration of the Principles of the Knights 
of Labor” would be delivered, by Ralph 
Beaumont. 
The speaker is at present a resi­ 
dent of Utica. N. Y. 
Ile was introduced to 
the audience by A. W. Hoffman, one of the 
officers of one of the Local Assemblies of the 
Knights of Lntar in this City. 
Mr Beau­ 
mont is an Irish-American nnd is possessed of 
oratorical powers. 
To put it plainly, like 
many other men of the same lineage, he is 
largely endowed with the " gift of gab, 
aud 
is 
warm-hearted 
aud 
impulsive. 
He 
visited 
this 
City 
eight 
years 
ago, when he made a speech from the “ old 
stone steps” of the Mansion House,Rondout. 
under the auspices of the Greenbackers, of 
whom there were then several in this City. 
Mr. Beaumont talked for more tbau two 
hours last night. 
The speaker was frequent­ 
ly applauded aud Ilia remarks were given 
close attention. 
A DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 
Iii opening his lecture Mr. Beaumont said : 
" Every party of men or women who ever 
started to promote and bring forth a reform 
always put fort Ii a declaration of principles. 
* 
* * 
I shall discuss the principles of the 
party or organization I represent plunk by 
plank, first reading a plank, explaining why 
we put it iii, the causes that led us to do it 
and what we expect to accomplish by having 
the same enacted into tile law of the land. 
WORTII AND WEALTH. 
The first plunk explained was "lo make in­ 
dustrial nnd moral worth, not wealth, the 
true standard of industrial and National 
g re a tn e ss.” 
In explaining the plank In refer­ 
ence "to securing to wag" workers the full 
enjoyment of tire wealth Urey create,” etc., 
the speaker told the history of Cornelius Van 
derbilt. 
CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
Aft: r explaining the plank in reference to 
a Bureau of Labor Statistic*, the speaker 
took up the "public lands plank,” always a 
favorite subject with Green I nickers, and gave 
the history of the building of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad and the Credit Mollifier scheme. 
In speaking of the plank which lie called 
"the abrogation of all laws that do not bear 
equally upon capital aud labor, and the re­ 
moval of unjust technicalities, delays and 
discriminations in the administration of jus­ 
tice,” the speaker illustrated bis remarks with 
w iffy stories. 
TRADE* UNIONS, ETC. 
In explaining the plank asking the recog­ 
nition of trades unions,order*, and such oilier 
associations as may ta- organized bv the 
working masse* to improve their condition 
and protect their rights, the speaker cave a 
resume of the doings of the Knights of Latar 
and also the Missouri Pacific Railroad strike. 
Amusing 
illustrations 
were 
given 
to prove that clergymen, doctors and law yers 
imu latar unions, mid those who did not have 
a proiKtr " card ” or diploma were not al­ 
lowed to work. 


UNDER GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 
The explanation of the plank "That the 
Gdveinment shall obtain |*)ssession, under 
the right of eminent domain, of all tele­ 
graphs, telephones und railroads, and that 
hereafter no charter or license ta* Issued to 
any corporation for construction or operation 
of any means of transporting intelligence, 
passengers and freight," was interesting, and 
the audience appeared pleased with the ar 
rangemeid* for mail and telegraph service as 
depicted by the speaker. 
The plank " lo se­ 
cure for tat Ii sexes equal 
pay for equal 
work,” as elucidated 
by the speaker, was 
warmly applauded. 
The plank in relation 
to interest bearing bonds, etc., was dwelt 
upon at length, as the issue of bonds by the 
Government bas always lietu a fruitful*sub 
jeet for Green backer* and latar agitators 
TUE AUDIENCE PLEASED, 
The entire lecture, dealing with real and 
alleged mistakes in legislation, seemed to 
pietist* tho audience.
